EX Temple ſtood upon Mount Moriab, was fairly 
built, and artificially contrived, of white Marble 
Stones, which were ſo well conjoyned or cloſed together, 
that a Man could not ſee or perceive the Junctures or Creſts 
of them ; and the inner Walls of it were made all of Cedar 
Wood, Carved with the ſimilitude of Angels, Cherubims, 


Roots of Palm-trees, and with Flowers of divers kinds, gilt 


all over with pure Gold, and ſet with precious Stones; 
infomuch, that all parts of the upper Roof within the Tem- 
ple, did ſhine with the Luſtre of it. The Pavement there- 
of alſo was plated all over with fine Gold; ſo that all the 
Temple within, both above, under foot, and on every ſide 
and corner thereof, was gilt clean over ; but withour, it 
was of ſmooth poliſh'd white. Marble Stone, excellently 
beautiful and fair to the Eye, much reſembling the colour 
of any Pearl, Unit, or Margaret.

lies, and other fair Flowers. The opening doors whereby , 
Men went into the holy place, were alſo very rich and 


coſtly, made of Gold, with carved: Cherubims, Palm. trees. 


and broad Flowers thereupon. And before thoſe Doors alſo - 


there were hanging Vails or Curtains, very curiouſly wrought. 


On both fides of the Temple there were certain Walks or 


Galleries, which were three Stories high one above another, 


and on the right ſide there ſtood a pair of turning Stairs, 


by the which, Men went up to the Chamber of the Tenſple. 


and there all the ſmall Veſſels, and other things belonging 


to the Temple, were kept. The Roofs of theſe Galleries 


were all plated over with Gold, but that part was ſome- 


what lower than the principal part of the Temple. The 


Windows of the Temple were wide within and narrow 
without. The Gates of the Temple were made of pure 
Gold, five and twenty Ells high, and fixteen Ells broad; 
but eſpecially the Gate that ſtood Eaftward in the Temple, 
was exceeding high, which in the ſecond Book of Ringe, 
chap. 25. is called the high Gate: And as Zo/ephus faith, 


the ſaid Gate was ninety Ells high, the Doors whereof, 


were forty Ells long and twenty Ells broad, gilt all over, 
and richly emboſſed, beautified with Cherubims and Preci- 1 
ous Stones.

There were many other 
Gates and Doors on both ſides, ſome 60 ſome 20 Cubits 
broad, all almoſt made of pure Gold, and of ſuch weighti- 
nels, that (as Joſephus writeth in his ſecond Boook to Ap- 
Pius) two hundred Men could ſcarce open and ſhut them. 
Egiſippus writeth, That Veſpaſian coming before the Tem- 
ple to aſſault it, commanded” his Souldiers to burn one f 
the Golden Gates (which then was ſhut) that ſo he might 
overcome the ſame, and with a ſtrong hand carry away a 


moſt glorious Victory; for it was wonderfully fortified 
both by Nature and j $5 
ers like unto Caſtles of Defence; and moreover, compaſſed. 


it had deep Ditches, lefty Tow- 


about with Bulwarks and ſtrong Walls, infomuch that it 
was not poſſible to be won but with extream difficulty and 
great labour. When the Gate was fired, the Gold that 


ran from it was in great abundance; and by this means

Of the reſt of the memorable Buildings upon Mount Moriah. 
HF ws thus deſcribed the Temple, together with the 
| ſeveral Courts and Ornaments, all which did typical- 


ly repreſent Chriſt and his Church, I will now proceed to 
the reſt of the Buildings ſtanding upon Mount Moria. 
The firſt and moſt memorable was the Houſe of Solomon, 
which ſtood Juſt againſt the Temple upon the South: It 
"ſhined io with Gold and Silver, and was ſo ſtately and | 
ſumptuoufly built, that when Queen Saba came to Feruſa- 


lem, ſhe ſtood amazed to ſee it. There belonged to it di-

Between theſe two Hills lay the Valley Cædron, which was 1 


in protundity 400 Cubits. Upon this Mountain another part 
of the City was builded, being ſtrongly fortified, and richly 
adorned with ſumptuous houſes, of which David and Solo- 
mom were the principal Founders ; and was called the lower 
City, or the Daughter of Sjon. It was ſo beautitul, rhat 


ſome hold (of which number are Egeſippus and Euſebius) 


that it exceeded the reſt of the City. Here ſtood the houſe 
ol Helena Queen of the Adiabenors, near about the midſt 
of it, as Foſeph. obſerveth, Li. Bell. J. cap. 13. which Queen 
being converted to the Jewiſh Religion, built her an houſe 
in this City, that ſhe might pray in the Temple. Here ſtood 
the houſes of her Sons, Monobaſius and Grapta : here ſtood 
che houſes of the High Prieſts Aunas and Caiaphas, not far 
from the Valley Tyrope: King Herod alſo, that wicked 
Man who cauſed the innocent Children to be put to Death, 


built him an houſe here, near about the place where the

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| Gold; Silver, and many goodly Pictures; but amongſt 
the reſt, the Battels which the Emperot Avgu/{us had won 

Fagainſt his People, were lively pourtrayed. To this place, 
as well Jews as Gentiles reſorted to fee Interludes and Plays 


Seat or Tribunal, made of fair ſtone curiouſſy wrought, 


folds, ſo that the whole multitude might eaſily hear or ſee 


ſever was ſaid or done. It was curiouſly beautified 


Afted. The other was an Amphitheatre, and ſtood upon 
the South ſide of the Houſe; it was built round in a whole 
Circle, compaſſed about with high Walls, large and ſpaci- 
ous. Here they uſed to Fence and to Fight, both on Horſe- 


back and in Waggons. And in the fifth Year, in honour aß 
Auguſtus, the Circenſian Games, according to the Rites of 
the Gentiles, were very ſumptuouily performed. On the 
South fide of this Amphitheatre, ſtood Queen Bernice s 
Houſe, Siſter to Agrippa junior: It was a very fair and 
ſumptuous Building, little inferior to King Herods. This 


ſtood in the Market place, and ſo all along were very ſump- 


2X cuous and ſtately Pillars. Here Agrippa himſelf had alſo an 
Houſe, and over againſt that, upon the North, ſtood the 
Z Judgement-Hall, where the Sanhedrim, or the Councel of 
the ſeventy Elders uſed to meet, to hear and determine of 


Mens cauſes. To this place Chriſt was brought when'they 
asked him if he was Chriſt, Le 22. Here were the 
Apoſtles whipt, A#s 5. and cloſe by this ſtood. the Houſe 
of P:/ate the Pretor, fairly * with Gold; in which 
Houſe all the Roman Pretors and Preſidents for the moſf 
part had their Reſidence: And here our Saviour Chriſt 
was whipt, crowned with Thorns, and ſpit upon. Not fag 
off from this Pretor's Houſe, ſtood the Chancery, or rather, 


as we term it, the Treaſury, a ſtately and- Magnificent 


Houſe, curiouſly built, and appointed onely to lay Records 
and common Chronologies in. Here alſo the Officers of: 
the Town gave in their Accounts, and Creditors entred 
their Debts. This was utterly deſtroyed by Ve/ſpaſtan: 
Thus much for the Buildings on this Mount. 
Next, -the Market place was a thing very memorable, 
and was ſo large and ſpacious, that in the time of the Wars 


many great Battels were Fought there, as Joſepbus faith. 


In this Market place, cloſe by Pilates Houſe, ſtood a high 4 
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and for the Eminence of it, called in the Cha/dzan Tongue 
Gabatha ; and becauſe it was built of Stone, the Grecians 
called it adergoTos, the Latines, Lapidanium ; and with us 
| - it might be termed an heap of Stones *; 

2 wrougnt (for ſo the Word fignifieth. Here Pilare 

tones. raking water, waſhed his hands before 
the People, and ſaid, 1 am Innòcent of this Mans Blood: 

At which they cryed, His Blood be upon us and our Chil: 
dren. And after, by God's appointment, according to 
their own wiſh, fell upon them; for in the ſame place, 
and cloſe by this ſame Seat, it hapned, that Herod wanting 
Money, demanded of the Jews ſo much out of their Trea- 
ſury, (which they called Corban) as would pay for the ma- 


| 5 5 king of a Water courſe ( for he aſſayed to bring Water in- 


to the City from a Fountain ſome two hundred furlongs off 
itz) but the Jews ſuppoſing it a needleſs work, not only de- 
nied him, but gave him many outragious and ſpiteful ſpeech- 
es, tumultuouſly flocked about him; and with great cla- 
mours preſt upon him, even as he was in his Seat: Where- 
fore perceiving the danger, and to prevent miſchief, he ſent 
ro his Souldiers to apparel themſelves like Citizens, and 
under their Gowns to bring with them a Dagger or Ponyard, 
and mingle themſelves among the multitude, which they 
did, obſerving who they were that made the greateſt up- 
roar; and when Herod gave the ſign, fell upon them with 
their Ponyards, killing a great multitude. The reſt, ſeeing 
this Maſſacre, ſuſpecting Treaſon amongſt themſelves, fell 
one upon another; and many for fear of loſs, or to avoid 
future danger, killed themſelves. In this very place alſo, 
Florus, General of the common Souldiers, within few: 
Yeats after, upon a ſmall occaſion, made another cruel 
Matllacre, and much more barbarous than the former; for 
he ſpared none, the beſt of them he cauſed to be whip'd to 
Death, or elſe Crucified and put to the Sword; and for the 
Vulgar, ſpared neither Women ot Child. So that within 
the compaſs of one day there died of this obſtinate and wick- 
ed Nation, above ſeven hundred and thirty. This outrage. 
was ſo cruel, that all Strangers which inhabited within the 
Town, pitied their miſery ; but efpecially Queen Bernice, 
who, being partly frighted with their ſhreeks, partly _ 
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ved to commiſerat ion through the extremity of their Af. 
fliction, indangered her life to preſent her ſelf before Florus, 


and upon her Knees beſought him to take ſome Mercy and 


Pity of them, and withdraw his hand of vengeance from 
the blood of the guiltleſs. But the fury ofthe Roman Souldiers 
was ſo fierce, and the Reſolution of Florus ſo unremoveable, 
that neither her Tears, nor the preſent Calamities could 
perſwade him. Bur, as in ſuch uproars it commonly hap- 


peneth, ſhe with the reſt was in danger of her Safety, and 


was conſtrained the next night, for the preſervation of her 


* Eſtate, to keep a ſtrong Watch, leſt the Roman Souldiers | 
XZ ſhould have done her ſome Violence. Thus we may ſee a 
XZ juſt Revenge of a perjured and ſtiff-necked People, and that 


in the place where the Offence was committed, though at 
leaſt eight and thirty Years after. 6 aa 
In this Market place 3 had buflt a Gallery all of 
Marble, from his own houſe to the Judgment-hall; it was 
covered above, and made with divers and ſundry Rooms for 
men to walk in, all burniſhed with Gold, and called by the 
name of X:ſtor, as Foſephus hath it.

to. baniſh the Seditious out of the City, for that they ſaw 
their cruelty ; Zoſeph. lib. de Bell. 2. Ege/ip. lib. 2. cap. 8. To 
this Gallery their joined a Bridge, which paſs'd over the 
Valley of Cedron to the Temple. And amongſt many other 


fair and ſumptuous Buildings that were upon this place, 


there were the Colledges of the Phariſees, Sadduces, and 
the Synagogues and Schools for the Inſtruction of Youth, 


which were diſperſed here and there among other ſtately 


Buildings ; and this was called the lower Town.

of our Saviour Chriſt, Matt. 24. But after, upon the fis+- 
teenth of this Month of May, the Romans again recovered 
this Wall, and kept it in their own cuſtodſx.. 
Within a while after, in the Month of Ze, (about 
this time the Famin growing intolerable within the Town) 
Titus, in the ſpace of three days, compaſſed in the Whole 
City of Feruſalem with a Wall, and upon that ſet Towers 
and Caſtles, left any of the Fews ſhould fly to fave them | 
ſelves. Thus was the Prophecy of our Saviour Chriſt ful- 
filled, Thy Enemies ſhall compaſs thee about and hem thee in 
on every fide. foſephus was now in the City, and walk- 
ing upon the Walls, earneſtly intreated the Fees to deſiſt, 


and no longer oppoſe the Roman, but this was ſo hateful a 
ſpesch to many, that they began to. fling Darts at him.

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And although at this time the extremity of the Famin was 
Jo ſore, that many died for want of ſuſtenance, yet all per- 
| - ſwaſions were in vain; and ſuch was the Calamity, that u 
as well thoſe as went out, as thoſe that continued in the i 
City, were in like danger of their lives; for they were 
either ſiain by the Enemy, or elſe by the Peſtilence and 
Famin; common Injuries, and unmerciful Outrages ſtil! 
attending upon War. | 1 
Their Miſery did rather increaſe than at all leſſon it ſelf, 
for the jealouſie of Treaſon, the hope of Riches and the 
madneſs of the Seditious, diſtracted the minds of the 
Citizens with continual fears, and filled the Streets full of 
Murther and daily ſpectacles of lamentable Tragedies: 2 
The Markets were unfrequented with Corn, the Victuals 
with Violence conſumed and taken from the true 
owners. And if it chanced that ſome one had more than 
would ſerve his turn, though he dwelt in a fair and ſtate- 
ly Building, yet the remoteſt Room and moſt unfrequented 
he made his Tabernacle, and that little which was left, 
with great Parcimony he conſumed, together with his life, 
till both were ended. Thoſe that were Fathers and Sena- 
= -- tors of the People (though before ſerved and attended with 
N "reverence and great ſtate) in this confuſion were glad of a 
mall morſel, though with much contention. The Wife 
- was nat aſhamed to take away the Meat from her Husband, 
nor the Children from their Parents, nor the Mothers from 
their Infants: and if it hapned that in any houſe the Sedi- 
tious ſeemed to ſmell food, with violence they took it, ran- 
- Jack'd the rooms round about, whileſt the Maſter thereof 
was made a laughing - ſtock and mournful Spectator of thoſe | 
miſchiefs. But according to the condition of Souldiers, | 
. whoſe natural diſpoſition is to be violent, without any re-

There 
vas a Woman of the Inhabitants beyond Jordan, whole 


name was Mary, of the ſtock of Eleazar, and of the 
| Town Bethezor, which fignifies, the Houſe of Hyſop; ſhe 
was of a Noble and Rich Family, and amongſt others, 
went to Feruſalem, in hopes of Safety, where ſhe was 
2X likewiſe opprefied with the miſery of this Siege; for as 
"X ſoon as ſhe had brought all her Riches and Subſtance into 
the City, which ſhe had before beyond Jordan, this Fa- 
min growing greater and greater upon the Inhabitants, the 
Seeditlous perceiving - that rhis Woman was well furniſhed 


both with Riches and Suſtenance, on a ſudden ſet upon 
her houſe, deſpoiled her of her Subſtance, took away het. 
Suſtenance, and utterly deprived her of all means to live. 
She being pricked with rhe miſery and calamity of the 
Times, {aw it little prevailed to ſtrive, wheretore with ' 


Tears, upon her knees, ſhe intreated that ſhe might have 


but ſome ſmall part of that they had taken from her, to 
maintain her ſelf and her Son with life; but the Seditious 


gave little ear to her intreaties: wherefore , being moved 
to extream anger, ſhe daily. curſed , with contumelious 


words, thoſe barbarous Villains, that had thus rob'd her 
of all her means: but when ſhe faw that neither Anger nor 

Intreaty could procure Mercy, and through the Town not 
one morſel of food was to be found, partly preſt with an 
extream neceſſity, partly with a furious rage, beyond all 


nature and compaſſion, laid violent hands upon her own 


Son, and accounted an untimely Death more honourable, 
than that he ſhould live to be a Prey to the Seditious, or a

The Body of this Infant ſhe Roſted and Eat: the Soldi- 
ers of the -Town being preſt with hunger, ſmelling the 
Meat, ſuppoſing, that as in former times, they ſhould have

3 
After this Famin, there followed an extream Plague, 
procured partly through the ſtench of the Bodies that la 
unburied, partly by the multitude of Maſſacres which dail 
happened, that (as Egiſippus writeth) within the compaſs of 
eleven Weeks, there were carried out by one Gate of the 
City, 111000 dead Bodies; yet could they not empty the 
City, but that they were conſtrained either to bury them at

on the laſt day of this Month they took, the North Gate, 
*Z which lay towards the riſing of the Sun, zud cloſe by the 
brock Cædron; this they burnt down with ite. Upon the 
third of Auguſt, Titus commanded to fit the Gate of the 
Temple, that was all covered over with Gold and Silver; 
by this Gate the Romans made a breach into the Temple, 


which ere this had been prophaned by the Zews: while 
this Gate was a burning, the eus ſtood aſtoniſhed, and 
not one of them reſiſted the Romans. Ceſar and all his 


| Army laboured three days to quench the Fire, after which 
he called a Council to determine what he ſhould do with 


the Temple, it was ſo rich and ſumptuous, that he would 
fain have left it as an Ornament for the Roman Empire. 
But the Zews having got a little breathing, made new In- 
curſions upon the Romans, by which means they could not 
determine thereof. The 6th of Auguſt, the Soldiers of 
Titus, without command of their Captains, fired the Tem- 
ple, juſt upon that day which Næhuchadnea gar before time 
had deſtroyed it, as Zoſephus witneſſeth, Ji. de Bell. 6. c. 
26. 27. Ce/ar would fain have faved this Temple for the 
ſumptuouſneſs of it, and beckoned to his Soldiers to have 
quench'd the Fire, but they partly preſt on with deſire of 
wealth, partly being prickt on with fury and madneſs; 
Fave no ear to his Speeches, but committed moſt cruel 
aſſacres, without either regard of Age or Sex: So that 


the cries of the Slaughtered, the ſound of the Roman 


Trumpets, the fierce reſiſtance of the Sgditious,rand the Fire 
furiouſly burning, repreſented a moſt horrible ſpectacle:

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The inferior City being thus taken and deſtroyed, . about | 
the 16 day of Awuguft Ceſar began to build his Engines, and | 
to batter the Walls of the upper City, which within the | 
{pace of 8 days after, with extream labour and skill, he | 
laid flat with the Ground, (as Foſephus ſaith.) And upon 
the 7th of September, with great facility he conquered the 
_ City, the Fews of their own accord deſcending from the 
Towers, and the Romans ſet upon the Walls their Enfigns, | 
witha'great Acclamation, and waſted all the City with Fire 
and Sword, ſparing neither Men, Women, nor Children. 
The eighth day of the Month of September, the whole 
City was deſtroyed, and not a ſtone left upon a ſtone, but

n number, by Fire and Sword ten hundred thouſand : 2000 
were found that either killed themſelves, or one killed ano- 
ther; 7900 were taken Captives; of theſe, all the ſeditious 
"EF Thieves that accuſed one another, were lain by Frontoniur 
XX Ceſar. Titus freed many, 7000 wete ſent to Aeypt, with 
extreme labour to conſumeand dye; the Propereſt and moſt 
able were reſerved for Triumph; many were -diftributed 
hey Ichrough the Provinces, ſome were ſlain by the Sword, and 

by Beaſts, for publick Spectacles; and thoſe chat were 
or teen Yeats of Age and under, together with many other, 
he Ceſar ſold, under the Crown, at thirty for a Silver Penny; 
all that as Chriſt was ſold for thirty Pence; ſothirty of them 
the 2&8 ſhould be fold for a Penny. With the Riches of this Town 
Ceſar Triumphed, rode into Rome with two Golden Chari- 
ots, built the Temple of Peace, and there put all the Plate 
which he found in the Temple of Feruſalem. After all this, 
for a full determination of thoſe Evils, the two ſeditious 
Captains, "Fohannes Giſcalinus, and Simon the Son of Giora, 
were put to moſt cruel Deaths: Thus may we ſee the 
grievous puniſhment of the obſtinate and ambitious, which 
God permitted to fall upon them for their Unthankfulnefs 
and cruel Tyranxßp. — HOLY 
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How the City of Jeruſalem, aſter this Deſtruftion by Titus 
Veſpaſian, was uiterly beaten down, and defaced by Elius 
Adr. Cxſar, which he 7e-edifying, called it after his own 
Name, Elia. „„ e : 
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* IE City of Feruſalem being thus laid level with the 
1 ground, for the ſpace of fixty Years lay deſolate, a 
receptacle for Thieves and Murtherers, a fit place for Wolves 
and wild Beafts, which reſorted thither to feed upon the. 
Dead Bodies. And now Time conſuming their Flelh; left 
their Bones and Skulls to'lye upon the Earth, as in a Char- 
nel Houſe. Thus it continued until one Benchoahab (which

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48 fie Giy Elia, or Jerualemn. 
ſignifies the Son of the Stars) born in the Tow of Berbco- 
ron, not far from Emaus, profeſſed himſelf to be the Meſſiah, 
or Chriſt. The Zews ſuppoſing this to he true, becauſe of 
that ſaying of Numb. 24. There ſhall a Star viſ up out f 
Fiacob, allembled themſelves, to the number of many thou- 
fands, and follon ed him, with great Tyranny: and Cruelty . 
ſpoiling the Holy Land, and through all the Country of 
Fudea, committing many Outrages and Maſſacres. Thus 
they continued for the {pace eighteen Years, at the end of 
which time,  Adrianus Hlianus the Emperor, hearing of 
thoſe Inſolencies, levied an Army, and ſent them into 
FJudea, under the Government of Julius Severus, who, in 
2 pitch'd field near to Bezhcoron, and not far from Emaus, * 
conquered this Benchochab or Pſeudo-Meffiab; and with him 
flew five hundred thouſand Jews, that were deceived by his 
_ Perſuaſion. ' Now when they went to ſeek for the Body of 
this Deceiver amongſt the Dead (as ſaith Talmudiſta) he 
was found lying with an horrible Serpent about his Neck; 
intimating how God rejected him that would ſeem to imi- 
tate his Son; for even as the Serpent deceived our firſt Pa- 
rents, 10 this Benchochab deceived the eue, and for this 
cauſe they called him Bencosba, that is, The Son of Lying. 
The Number of the Fews which in the time of this War 
were {lain, ' amounted to 500000 Men, beſides many others | 


that periſhed by Peſtilence and Famin. This War happen. 
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ed 64 Lears after the Deſtruction of Feruſalem. 
Alfter this ſecond Deſolation of the cus, at the command 
of the Emperour, (that there might be a final extirpation 
of the Antient vl of Feruſalem, and that the words ot 
our Saviour might be fulfilled, Loe, there ſhall not be a flone 
left upon another, Mat. 24.) the Ruins and Foundations 
thereof were digged up, the Stones broken in pieces, the

FF Capitolinus ; and only made it free for Chriſtians and ſuch |

although it be ſcituated in another place, and called by

Future Ages calling the Actions of precedent Times into 
2X queſtion, pull'd a great Contempt upon this Town, and ſo 
much the rather, becauſe Infidelity and other Heatheniſh 
profaneneſs was cheriſh'd within this City. So that that 


& which a little before was ſetup in honour of the Emperour 
# lian, is now grown into Contempt. Wherefore Hele- 
na the Mother of Conſtantine the Great, having command 

of that Empire, to give ſome ſatisfaction to the Univerſality, - 

cauſed thoſe prophane Temples and Idols to be aboliſhed, ' . 3 

and in their places erected others. Upon Mount Golgotha, - * 

the Church called Golgothanus: upon the Mount of Olives 

one, in the place ofthe Aſcenſion of Chriſt: and Conſtantine 

ber Son richly adorned the Sepulchre, and over it built a 

ſtately Temple, all of Poliſh't Marble, richly gilt with Gold, 

ſo that to this day it remains as the chief Ornament of the 

Town. In this mans time, The Fews with great boldneſs 

endeavoured to rebuild the Temple, juſt in the place where 

it ſtood before; at the Commandment of the Emperour 
they were repelled, and in recompence of their preſumption, 
had their Ears cut offand their Noſes lit, becauſe they had 

Ears and would not hear, neither obey the Commandment 

of our Saviour. 33 25 
But as the Emperour was Religious, and endeavoured to 

ſupport Chriſtianity, ſo his Succeſſor Fulianw was as full 

of lmpiety and Prophaneneſs; who, that he might fruſtrate 
me Prophecy of our Saviour, that Jeruſalem ſhould never 
be buileepatn; in contempt cauſed the Fews to aſſemble to- 
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gether, and with all expedition reſtore it to its former glory, 


in the Heavens a Bloody Croſs, and upon their clott 


was utterly -blown away and deſtroyed. So that of force 
they were conſtrained to leave off, and acknowledge that 
Chriſt, whom their Forefathers had Crucified, was the true 
Meſſiah. Greg. Nazianzen and Hierom report, That never- 
theleſs the Zews, even to this day, although it coſt them 
much money, come yearly te the place where Feruſalem 
ſtood, and upon the day of the Deſtruction thereof, weep 
Over it. Such was their affection unto this City. 
But theſe evils were purged with a ſudden Invaſion (for 
no crying Injuries nor prophane Inſolencies againſt God paſs 
unpuniſhed, dut that then or ſoon after, a juſt revenge falls 
upon them) for Co/roes Emperour of the Perſians, whole 
Impudency and Impiety was ſo great, that he would be 
worſhipped as a God, about the year of our Lord 615, be- 
lieged this Town, took it, and put to death 90000 Chhriſti- 
ans, carried the Patriarch thereof, together with many others, 
Away Captive. Bur Heraclius the Emperor, to puniſh him 
tor his Pride and Cruelty, ſer upon Per ſia, and with Fire, 
and Sword deſtroy ed the Country not far from Nineveh, and 
went away with an honourable. Victory. Seroes allo, the

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| Not long after, in tlie year 637, Haumar the Chief Prince 
of the Saracens, which was the third from Mabomer, with 
a great Army afflicted Syria and Fudea, conquered their 
Countries, and in his Victories uſed great Tryanny and cruelty. 
X Within two years after he won Alia, which had maintained 
a long and ſharp Siege; neither would Zacharias the de 
arch give it up, till he was compelled thereto by extream 
Famin, and ſoon aftet died with Grief. 1 
"I Thus the Town continued for the ſpace of 450 years in 
the hands of the Szracers. Then in the year 1012, Caliphas 
X Sultan of Egypt, won it, beat down the Walls, deſtroyed 
the Temple which the Emperor Conſtantinè had built, and 
made havock of all things. Preſently upon this, the Turks 
wich came out of Sy:h:2 by the Caſpian Mountains, wen 
the City, and drave thence the Saracens. Thus we may 
ſee that the Saracens and Turks, though they were both of

Within a while after, about the Year 1228. Frederic, 
the ſecond of that Name, Emperour of Rome, went to the 
Holy Land with a great Army, and came ta Ptalomais, other- 
wiſe called Acon, where ſtaying a while, he made a League 
with the Sultan of. Egypt for ten years, regained 7Zeruſalem 
without drawing Sword, and was there crowned in the Year 


1 229. keeping at that time in Feruſulem à Royal Eaſter. 


This man fortified the Chriſtians with a Garriſon, rebuilt 
Nazareth and Foppa; and ſo returned into Italy. * 

In the Year 1246, Caſſanus King of the Tartars, being 
perſuaded by the Sultan, witha great Army invaded Zzdea, 
won Feruſalem, cauſed the Chriſtians to be cruelly ſlain, 
beat down the Holy Sepulchre even to ſmall pieces, and 
left but little ſtanding, It was after this deſtroyed by Tamer- 
lain King of the Tartars, and by Mabomet, the ſecond of 
that Name, Emperour of the Tur. But the Monks had 
leave to build up the holy Sepulchre again, for the which, 
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In the year of our Lord 1515, Selymus Emperour of the 
_ Turks, about the twenty fourth day of ae, near to 
Damaſcus, overcame Campſon Gaurus Sultan of Ægypt, in 
a cruel War, and put to death many thouſands of his Men; 
and the Sultan himſelf ſeeking to ſave his Life by Flight, was 
miſerably ſlain. This Se/ym# conquered the Holy Land, 
Syria, Damaſcus, and all the Countries thereabouts ; and 
as he went through Judæa, leaving his Army at Gaze, with 
a few of his Souldiers he went to Feruſalem, that he might 
ſee with his Eyes that place which was made ſo Famous 
by the Antient Writers, and was fo often mentioned in the 
Old and New Teſtament. But when he came, he found 
nothing but a ruinate and waſte place, barren and rude to 
look u Pon, inhabited by a few poor Chriſtians, and they 
alſo held in great Contempt and Bondage, paying a great 
Tribute to the Sultan of Egypt, for their Liberty and Holy 
Sepulchre, as P. Jovius writeth. But after that Se/yms if 
in that place had done his Offerings and Sacrifices to his 
God Mahomet, ſeeing the Prieſts and Chriſtians preſs d with WW wv 
extream Poverty, out of his ſingular Mercy and Compaſſion, |# 
gave them a. large and ſumptuous Gift, when he had ftay- 
ed but one day and one night in the Town.

both within and without, inſomuch that the poliſhed Stones 
caſt a ſingular Beautiful and reſpendent Luſtre. Above it is 
covered with Lead, and was built up at the coſt and Labour 
of the Grecians; in the Roof whereof, the Twrks place an 
half Moon, as they uſually do in all ſuch Churches where- 
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in they come and have Authority. The Tr Ag and Saracens 


bave this Temple in great Reverense and Devotion, they 
adorn it (according to their Cuſtom) with divers Artificial 
Pictures and Emblems. They will ſuffer no Chriſtians to 
W enter into it, nor any Fews upon pain of Death. And if ir 
happens that at any time they go into it, they firſt waſh them- 
ſelves with Water very clean, then put off their Hoſe and 
Shoes, and ſo go bare-foot. This Temple they call the 
Holy Rock, and in the Body thereof there hangeth ſeven 
hundred Lamps, which burn Night and Day. In the midſt 
| hereof there 1 a certain little Rock, every where in- 
dented with Iron, near to which, not any of the Saratent 
or Infidels dare to _"—_— or touch, although there come 
many very far to viſit it; for they believe that there were 
many memorable and worthy things done in that Rock; 
they think that Me/chiſedeck the firſt Prieſt of the great God, 
Ottered Bread and Wine upon it, Ger. 14. and* that hers 
the Patriarch Jacob ſaw the Ladder which reached from 
Heaven to Earth, Gen. 28. which indeed hapned not in 
Jeruſalem but in Bethel, as the Scriptures witneſs. Further 
they believe, that upon this Stone David ſaw the — 2 of 
the Lord ſtanding with a ſhaken Sword when he ſtruck the 
City with the Peſtilence, 2 Sam. 24. and that the Priefts of 
the Old Teſtament Offered upon this Stone their Sacriſices 
to the Lord, which were devoured with Fire from Heaven. 
All which things do utterly differ from Holy: Scripture. 
The Jews alſo are of Opinion, That the Prophet Feremy, 
about the time of the Captivity of Babylon, in this Stone 
hid the Ark of the Covenant, untill ſuch time as the Lotd 
brought the People back again from the Captivity: which 
2 75 contrary alſo to the Books of the holy Scripture; for, 2

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Mach. 2. it is ſaid, it was hid in the Mount Nebo, where 
Moſes ſtood when he ſaw the whole Land of Canaan. Alſo 
the Iurkt ſay, that Chriſt ſate upon this ſtone when Simeon 
took him in his arms and bleſſed him. Here alſo he ſate in 
the midſt of the Doctors when he was but twelve years of 

Age, Luk. 2. which alſo differeth from the Scripture for 
this was not the Body of the Temple, but in the middle Court, 
or Solomon Porch, which ſometimes was taken for the Tem- 
ple, becauſe it joined to it. And divers Circumttances of 
the Scripture do ſeem to make this evident, becauſe here 
Chriſt taught, and here the People uſually met together, as 

appeareth, Jeb. 10. and Eſal. 72. 9 
About the Temple of Feruſalem their is a fair Plain, much 
relembling our Church- yards, all paved with marble ſtone. 
Jo this there is adjoyning a fair Church covered with 

Lead, and was ſometimes called Salomons Porch ; but at- 
ter the Chriſtians had won Feruſalem, they gave it the Name 
_ of St. Maries. The Turk keeps burning in this daily eight 

hundred Lamps, and it is much greater than that of Solomone 

Temple. The Sultan of gypt alſo about an hundred years 

before, built a little Church or Moſcho cloſe by Solomons 

Temple, wherein are continually burning eighty eight 

Lamps. There is a Vault under the Temple of the bleſſed 
Virgin Mary, of ſuch an extraordinary Greatneſs, that fix 
tt bundred Horke may eaſily be placed in it. And thus we may 

lee the Temple of Solomon and City of Zeruſalem, not only 
co be in the power of the Twrks, but alſo prophaned with 

the blaſphemous Doctrine of Mabomet. And alſo we may 
here behold the Abomination of Deſolation ſtanding in the 
holy place, where ſometime was the Ark of the Covenanr, 
Dan. 9. Mat. 24. and the Prophecy of Feremy is fully finiſh- 
ed, cap. 19. This place ſpall be unclean like unto the place 
/ Tophet,- where they did be to the Hoſt of Heaven,

in vid, fell down, and were utterly defaced. Further, all true 
F Hiſtorians do write, That Adrian the Emperour did ſo much 
xx deface the City, that he left not a ſtone ſtanding upon a 
t, ſtone; nay nota whole ſtone, but all were broken into ſmall 
1- ieces; and yet notwithſtanding Pilgrims are ſo mad and 
of lind, that they go thither with great pains to ſeek thoſe 
re holy Places, where, when they come, with the ex- 
18 pence of a great deal of time, in recompence of their pains, 
are made a laughing-ftock to the Kings of Feruſalem, and 
h find nothing but feigned and ſuppoſed holy, Places and 
e. Buildings: fince the words of our Saviour manifeſt, That 
h there ſhall not be a ſtone left upon a ſtone, which ſhall hot 
f. be broken to pieces. And Borchardus the Monk faith, That 
e the Romans cauſed the Temple and other Princely Buildings, 
” together with the Mountains, to be thrown down, and caſt 
's into the Vallies, with which being filled, there remainerh 
's not ſo much as an Emblem of the old City. From whence 
'S may evidently appear, That thoſe Places which are now 
t 8 ſhewn to Pilgrims & the Monks of Feruſalen, are merely 
d ſuborned and feigned, on purpoſe to deceive them, and get 
x their money. They are very. fimple therefore that go to 
y Feruſalem, to ſeek their Salvation in ſuch places. And as 
y tor the Sepulchre (as is aforeſaid) the Tartors beat it all in

pieces; ſo that this Monument of our Lord is not to be 
found upon the Earth. Wherefore our Saviour Chriſt is no 
more to be ſought among the dead, but in the Sacred Monu- 
ment of his holy Word, for there he hath promiſed to make

FI and about the Church which is built over the holy 
Sepulchre, upon Mount Calvary, there are at this day 
many of divers Nations and Countreys which inhabit, of 
divers Opinions and Religions. And although they differ 
in material Points of their Faith, yet would they be all 
Chriſtians : of which number, there are ſome Lar:nes,Greeks, 
Abiffines, Armenians, Gregorians,Neſtorians, Surians, and 
Jacobint. i | The 
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the holy Sepulchre, and look to it very diligently ; where 
„e they make à certain number of Knights of the 
Noble Order of St. John's 9 many Ceremonies 
and great Solemnities. Theſe Knights are gitt with a Sword 


all gilt, hanging in a red Velvet girdle; a Chain of gold is 


put upon them worth about an hundred Hungarian Duckats, 
at the end whereof hangs a Feruſalem Crofs of gold. This 
kind of Croſs alſo they are permitted to wear upon their 
Arms and Cloaths ; then . they a pair of gilt Spurs 
with Velvet tyings. But before they are admitted into this 
Order, they muſt ſwear upon the holy Sepulchre, to main- 
tain and defend the Doctrine of the Pope. 
The Græcians that are there be alſo Monks, and do In- 
habit within the Temple of the Holy Sepulchre; but they 
have the keeping of the place where our Saviour Chriſt was 
crucified, and differ from the Romaniſts. For they believe 
fiſt, That the Holy Ghoſt proceedeth from the Father and 
not the Son. Secondly, They give the Sacraments in 


both kinds. Thirdly, They hold not the Pope to be 


Head of the Church. Fourthly, They deny Purgatory 


and Prayer for the Dead. Fifthly, They ſing Maſs in their 


_ own Language, that every man may underſtand it, but they

They allow no graven Images in their Churches, but in 
ſome places of the Churches they have fair Painted Pictures 
hanging. They approve not the Pope, but have a Patri- 
arch for their high Biſhop, which Patriarch is greatly 
teyerenced, and much honoured in Conſtantinople.

The Gregorians are Chriſtians that dwell by the great 
City of Trapegunta upon the Euximan Sea. Their Prieſts 
marry, but if their Wives dye they muſt not marry again. 
They dwell in Feruſalem, in the Church upon Mount 
Calvary, where Chriſt, after his Reſurre tion, ſhewed him- 
{elf Iike a Gardener unto 44zry Magdalen. 
The Neſtorian Hereticks, who now are found in great 
numbers in Ninevie, which-at this day is called Mofel, 
and in other places thereabout, do yet hold the Hereſie of 
Neſtorias their Maſter, and teach, That Chriſt had two 
Natures, and that he hath two Perſons, and that Mary was 
not the Mother of God, but that ſhe bare Chriſt who was 
man only: about their Hats they wear fleſh-coloured Hat 
bands.

The Sec of the Facobins are reſident in a Chappel which 
ſtandeth behind the Sepulchre. They take that name of 
Jacob the Heretick, who was a Diſciple of the Patriarch 
of Alexandria; they are wavering and unconſtant among 
themſelves, and are here and there found in F«#dea, Agypt, 
and Barbary, divided into many SeQts; for ſome of them 
hold with Eutichus and Macharus, who aſcribe one Nature 
to Chriſt ,, which is the God-head, and deny the Mai 
hood. Some of them Circumciſe their Children, ſome Bap- 
tiſe them with Fire, and make a Croſs upon their Faces. 
Oft this fiery Baptiſm you ſhall read more hereafter in the 
deſcription of the City of Sabo, 1042557 
Hereby you may note, how the Temple of the holy Se- 
pulchre in Feruſulem is filled with many Sects, who alto- 
gether give and pay Tribute to the Emperor of the Turks; 
whereby you may ſee, that Chriſt will be no more _ 

in the holy Sepulchre, but rather in the holy Evangeli 
where he ſuffereth himſelf to be found by all thoſe that

I theſe our times the Fews do Inhabit in Feruſalem, 
I and are divided into many Sects, that is to ſay, Phari- 
fer, Saducees, Eſſæs, Geniſteis, Morboneis, and Meriſteis. 
The Phariſees took that name from the Interpretation of 
the Law, and is derived from the Hebrew word e 
, ps to Expound : ſo that Pharaſei is as much as to ſay 
oCtor, or Expounder of the Law : They approve of Moſes 
and the Prophets; they hold the Immortality of the Soul : 
bur of Chriſt and the principal parts of his DoQrine, 
of the Law, of Sin, and of Ceremonies, they have many 
ungodly Opinions and Expoſitions. - They feign that the 


4 : Law was Inſtituted by God for outward Diſcipline; that 


fin is only outward Tranſgreſſion and the violating of mens 


Traditions: they hold there is no Original Sin, but that 


men may perform the Law, and merit everlaſting Life; 
beſides many other things, as Waſhings, Faſtings, ome

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Gifts in the Temple, and ſuch like Ceremonies; of which 
there is no Commandment extant in the Scripture. Read 
Met.

The Sadducees give themſelves an honourable Title, be- 
ing derived from Zedukim or Zeddikim, calling themſelves 
Juſt, from the word Zadock, he was juſt, and by Amphe- 
rreſim is not unproperly derived from Dzcazoo, or Dicatos, 
ſignify ing juſtia : and by Protheſin in Latin, Zudex a Judge. 
So that Zaddick or Zadducæus ſigniſies a juſt Judge, 


which would Judge all others, but they themſelves were 


withour offence : thus the worſt men got the beſt Names. 


| They only allow the five Books of Moſes; they dream the 


Meſſias ſhould be an earthly King; they believe the Souls 
of men to be mortal, and to periſn with their Bodies; 
they do not believe the Reſurrection, nor that there are 
either Angels, Spirits, or Devils. Z „ 
The Eſæs had rather be called Students, taking their 


Name from A/, under which Title, they would ſeem to 


reprehend, and amongſt other things, avoid the profane 
Liberry of the Sadducees, and approve not the arrogant 
diſſimulation of the Phariſees; bur that they teach more 
Divine and profitable Precepts. Theſe live a MonaſticaF 
Life, unmarried; their Goods are common; for the moſt 
part they praQiſe Phyſick: in their Aſſemblies, the Anci- 
enteſt of them read ſome part of Maſess Law, or ſome of 
tho Prophets; all of them, both young and old, at certain 
times of the day, ſay Prayers. They have no new kind 
of Doctrine, but imbrace the Prieſthood of My/es: They 
dwell in the Deſarts and utmoſt parts of Zudea near to 
the Lake A/pha/tites, and in the gatden of Balm near Peri- 
cho, where the ancient Prophets Elias and Eliſæus had their 
Schools, whoſe Diſciples were called the Children of the 
Prophets. Theſe three Sects began in Zudas Maccabes's 
time, Zoſeph. l. 3. c. 18. / ne” 
The Geniſteis are ſaid to be thoſe that do co 
affirm, that they are of the Poſterity of Abraham, al. 
though they have loft their Genealogies, and cannot prove 
it. Theſe call themſelves Great and Noble, and are of 
the Stock of thoſe that in Tr Captivity of Babylon 12. 
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. ried the. Wives of other Nations; of which you may 
fead in Nehem. So that they are half Gentiles, half Zee, 
and account themſelves to be of the Nobility. 
The Morboneis very ſolemnly obſerve the Sabbath, 
which many others, that are Flatterers of the 1ur&s and 
Saracens, do not: there are a great company of theſe, for 
almoſt all the Jes do very ſuperſtitioully celebrate the 
Sabbath: and therefore they take their Name partly from a 
Multitude, and partly from Uſury ; for Merebech in He- 
brew ſignifies a Mulritude, and Tarebab Uſury. | 
Meriſteis are thoſe cus that divide the Scripture, and 
' Tay the Prophets tpoke not all with one Spirit; and what 
they liſt they make Scripture, and whar they liſt they leave 
out: and therefore the Gyæcians call them Meriſtein, 
which ſignifies to divide. 5 - 
There are alſo others in theſe our times that are Zews 
too, but are called Samaritans, which only approve of the 
Maſaical Law, and rejett the reſt of the Scriptures and Pro- 
phets. Thefe are ſo called from Keeping: for this Word 
Schamar properly ſignifies to preſerve or keep a Speech in 
heart, and hath therefore a certain Congruity and Conſonance 
with the Latin word Sermo : 1o that Schamar in Hebrew, 
and Sermo in Latin, are much what of one ſignification. 
But all the Zens, except the Saddycees, have one Faith; 
They think they may fulfill the Commandments, and by their 
own Works be juſtified and purchaſe eternal Life. They 
deny the Trinity and Chriſt, and do believe that their Meſſe 
as is yet to come, and ſhall bring them back again into the 
Land of Promiſe. 3

FT* HE. Saracens are a People of Arabia the Stony: of 
the Poſterity of 1/hmae/ the Son of Abraham, which 
he begat of Hagar: from whence they are rightly called 
Agarins, notwithſtandig they had rather be called Saratens. 
Others call them Saracens, à Saraca, which is a part of A- 
rabia the Stony: it ſeemeth therefore that theſe People 
took their Name from a Principality; for Sarar in Hebrew 
is the fame that Principatum gelſit is in Latin, or if you 
will, Principatum obtinuit, which ſignifies (to obtain Prin- 
| | . cipality.)

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cipality.) And therefore the Saracens, or Sarazens, may 
be ſaid Princes or Captains, whoſe Principality extends it 
ſelf far and near: but Agarins ſignifies Petigrinators : for 
Gor or Gar is as much as to ſay a Pilgrim. hs 

Theſe People combined themſelves with Mahomet that 
falſe Prophet, born of obſcure Parentage : his Fathers 
Name was Abi | 
mily of I/hmae/, or of the Saracens, born in Arabia the 
Stony, (and as it is expreſs'd in their Alcoran) upon the 


| 21 day of 5 ember, according to our Account, about the 


year of Chriſt 570. He took his Name from a tumultu- 


dus Confuſion : for Hamah fignifies tumultudt s eſt, he 
| hath been tumultuous; and Hamam, tumultuando diſturba- 


vit, he divided by Contention. From hence Mawno ſigni- 
fies tumultuor, a Contender, and Maiomai, concitor , a 
Rebel. From whence may be gathered, that Mahomet is 
dn ominous and ſeditious Name. Whileſt he was in his 
Infancy he lived with his Father: and after being of 4 
prompt Wit, he ſerved one Abdomonoplis a Merchant, in 
whoſe Service, converſing with Chriſtians and Fetos, he got 
a ſmattering knowledge of the Old and New Teſtament, 
and many Acquaintancs; amongſt which was one Sergiu 


an Arian Monk, a man very well affected of this Abdomo. 


neplit. Abdomoneplis died, and by the Perſuaſion of this 
Monk, Mabomet married Cadican his Wife, although ſne 
was fifty yeats of Age, and by her had great Riches: ſhe 
ſoon after alſo died, and left Mahomer all that ſhe had. 
He on a ſudden, being lift up to this height of ſubſtance, 
grew very. ambitious (for he was naturally proud, wrath- 
ful, a Thief, a Whore-maſter, a moſt impudent Adulterer; 
and whereſoever he came made havock of all things.) 


This man, by the help of the Saracens and others, affect- 


ed the Kingdom of Arabia, which within ſhort time af- 
ter he obtained, entring Mecha the chief City thereof, up- 
on Thurſday the 15th of Fuly, Anno Dom. 622, and by 
the help of two Fes, and this Sergius, wrote that blaf- 
6 Law of the Alchoran, falfly profeſſing himſelf to 
a Prophet; and began cruelly to oppoſe himſelf againſt 


all neighbouring Nations and Cities.

diminech, of his Wife that was of the Fa-

This Alcoran contains a blaſphemous and deteſtable Law, 
Written in the Arabian Tongue, without any order or co- 
lour of Knowledge, teaching manifeſt Lies and execrable 
Blaſphemies againſt God; and for the moſt part, the Plea- 
ſures and Delights of this World: for he doth deny that 

there is one eternal Eſſence of the Deity, and the holy 
Trinity ; our Saviour Chrift they one while call the Son 
of God, and another while, the Soul or Spirir of God. 
They deny his Deity, but ſay that he was a holy Man, 


born without a Father, of the chaſte and incorruptible Vir- 
gin Mary. And although he was before all beginning, yet 
they believe that he was not begotten, but created before 


all other eſſential Creatures, by the Eternal God. Alſo 
they ſay he was not crucified, but ſome other in his place; 


- and therefore the Salvation of man not to confift in the 


Merits of Chriſt, but in our own proper Works. And that 
the Zews might embrace the Alcoran, they retain Circum- 
cifion, which is commonly done when the Children are thir- 


ftten years of Age; about which time I/hmae/ was cir- 
E--cumciſed. They forbear the meats forbidden in the Law; 
they have many Wives at one time, they tollerate a Bill

That he might the better perſuade men to embrace and 
believe theſe his Lies and blaſphemous Doctrines, he very 


cunningly ſeemed to confirm them with many falſe and 


feigned Miracles: and amongſt the reſt this was one: 
Having taught a white Dove to put Corn in his Ear, whileſt 
he was preaching to the People, it chanced ſhe came and 
fat upon his Shoulder, and putting het Bill into his Ear, 


according to her accuſtomed manner, he perſwaded the 
People that it was the Spirit of God, which delivered him 
the words of the Law. A Bull alſo, taught after the 


fame manner, at his Voice came before him, and kneeling 
down did him Reverence, with the Alcoran tied upon his 
Horns; which he affirmed was come from Heaven and 


called Gg and Magag, cbap. 38. & 39. of Magog which 


| dence, and have come into Perſſa, Armenia, Syria, Pale- 
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brought that new Law. Then did he make divers Horns 
of Gold and Silver, and filling them full of Milk hid them 
in the Earth; after which in a great Aſſembly he cauſed 
the ſame places to be opened, and told the People that 
theſe ſignitied plenty and abundance to all ſuch as kept and 
obſerved that Law ; but the Violaters thereof ſhould be 
puniſhed with Death : together with "many other ſuch like 


idle and fooliſh Miracles, (which would be too tedious to 


recite) that he might make the People believe that it came 
from God. And being afflicted with the Falling Sickneſs, 
gave it out, that then the Angel Gabriel told him the Law, 
making this likewiſe a means to further his deſigns; but 
after, vi. upon the eighth of Zune, Anno Dom. 632. and 
in the 67 year of his Age, he died miſerably of this Diſ- 
eaſe, after he had reigned in Mecha ten years; and Enbu- 
bizer or Abudachar his Father-in-Law, ſucceeded him in 
the Government, who built in his honour a Church, and 
in that put his Sepulchre, both ſtately and ſumptuous. 
The T»rks alſo embrace this Doctrine, and Joyned their 
force with the Saracens : they extended their Empire under 
Mabomet the third, into Afra, Europe, and Africa. They 
derive their Name (as I ſuppoſe) from Cryelty; for Turca 
ſignifieth a cruel deſtroyer, or an armed Enemy, being de- 


_ rived from the Hebrew word Tarach, that is, to effect bis 


purpoſe. From whence, they are not improperly called of 
the Grecians Ted nee to vex and make weary ; or elſe from 
the Hebrew word Tachera, which ſignifies a Shield; and 
from the Greek word S and Spa, to put on a Shield, 
and to arm themſelves: for the Turks are armed Enemies, 
and Deſtroyers of the whole World: and by Ezekzel are 


Gen. Io. and as ſome think, Inha- 
bited the North parts of the World. Pliny places them in 
Boſpherus, Cimmerius, Scythia, &c. which lyeth toward 
the Eaſt.

Pardes, ſignifies a Pleaſant Garden plentifully furniſh- 
ed with fruitful trees, but Principally Myrtle-trees, which 
þeaxeth a kind of Berry of a very delectable tafte : far 
this Hebrew word ſeemeth to be a compound, that is, of 
Pgrab, which ſignifies to frulliſie, and Hadas, a Mirtle;

2, Manſter, 
an Orchard: and in the Bible it is called Eden, a place 
plentifully furniſhed with all things neceſſary for the pro- 
curing of Pleafure and Delight. The Grecians call it He- 
done, which ſignifies an extraordinary deleCtable and pleaſant 

place; for in it there was great Abundance of all things, 
35 well of Trees, Fruits, Herbs, and ſweet-ſmelling Flowers, 
as of Beaſts and Fowls of the Heaven, Into this place 
God pur Man, to dreſs it and keep it; But where it ſtood, 
and whether it be now upon the Earth, there are divers 
Opinions: The Romaniſts hold, that it is placed in the 
Eaſt, without the Tropic s; others would have it under 
the AÆquator, becauſe it is a very Temperate Region: but 
Experience tells us, that there it is very hot and ſcorching: 
Others think it ſtands upon the top of a high mountain, free 
from all the violent motions and impreſſions of the Air, in 
which place, they hold Enoch and Eliah are yet living. There 
are others that aſſign the whole Eaſt part to be Paradiſe, and 
that there were ſome peculiar places moſt fruitful, of which 
they think was Syria, Damaſcus, Arabia Felix, Agypt, 
and Zuydea, in which part man was put. They alfo ſay,

And for that Saying of our Saviour to the Thief upon- 
the Crols, -[ Þ:s day halt thou be with ame in Paradiſe, is 
not to be underſtood of the Earthly Paradiſe, but of the 
Heavenly, the Place of the bleſſed Angels and 
Saints, where God with his Divipe Majeſty filleth them with 
the Light of Righteouſneſs, and quickeneth them with 
Eternal Life. This place St. Paul calls the third Heaven, 
and that Heavenly Paradiſe of which the Earthly Paradiſe 
is a type, 2 C07. 12. 3 
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a Of the 1 855 Rivers that watered Paradiſe, 
H E tour Flouds of Paradiſe were, Piſon, Gihon, Hide. 
I Kel, and Eufhrites, Gen. 2. There was but one Foun- 
tain of all theſe Floods, and this was in Paradiſe it ſelf, 
which in thoſe times was divided into four Streams. Bur 
as by the Flood all the face of the Earth was changed, ſo 
lVkewile were theſe Rivers and their Fountains and Chan- 
nels altered from the places where at firſt they were; not- 


liques, tho perhaps not in the ſame place, nor ſpringing 
out of one and de fame Fountain, as they did before. And 
as the Mediterranean Sea, the Gulph of Arabia, and many 
other Meers and Lakes, before the Flood were not, but 
cy the general conſent of all Learned men) happened by that 
huge Inundation; the fame may be ſaid of theſe Rivers. 
The head, or beginning of the River Piſchon or Piſon, 
is 4800 miles Eaſtward from Feruſalem, and is like unto an 
Arm of the Sea, ſome twelve or fixteen miles over, and for 
that cauſe it taketh the name from Po/ch, that is, increaſing, 
or, of an extraordinary greatneſs : from hence the Grecians 
call it Phaſon, becauſe it divides it {elf into divers Rivulets 
or Streams. It compaſſeth in Havilab, it divideth that part 
of the World which we call India, into the outward and in- 
ward: and there is called Ganges, taking that name from 
an Z#1hiepian King called Gange, as Suidas faith. Some ſay, 
it is unknown where. it firſt riſeth; others ſay it riſeth in 
= Scy:h2, and watereth all the Neighbour-Countreys as it 
pPaſſeth along, as Nilus doth, and fo being diſperſed into 
thirty Channels, divideth Iadia with one of them: the nar- 
- rowelt place of Ganges is eight miles over, and the ſhalloweſt 
an hundred foot deep, it bringeth forth Dolphins, Croco- 
ales, and divers other Creatures. 8 e 
HSolinus and Strabo ſay, That the River Tigris riſeth in 
Armenia, a very fair and clear Fountain; it is diſtant from 
Feruſalem ſix hundred miles towards the North: it runneth 
with ſuch exceeding ſiyiftneſs that Fiſhes can't ſwim againſt 
it, and paſleth through the Lake of Arthiſia, without once 
- mingling it ſelf with the Water: and for this cauſe it is 
called.

that it will make a mans head dizzy to look upon it. 
Strabo ſaith, the River Eupbrates riſeth out of a Moun- 
tain in Armenia, called Nipha, ſome three hundred miles 
from the City of Feruſalem towards the North, waterin 
Meſopotamia and Chaldæa, and paſſing through the mid 
of that flouriſhing City Babylon, divides it into two 
parts; and after paſſing through, and fruQtifying Arabia, 
it joyneth with the Flood T7gr:s, and falls into the Perſian 
Gulf. Semiramis Queen of the Aſſyrians, and of Babylon, 
built a Bridge over the narroweſt place of this River, being 
ſome three * of a mile over. The Hebreus call this 
River Parah, becauſe it fructifieth; and from thence the 
Græcians call It ego, Or gopiw, to bear fruit, the Germans 


Frutcher, which in Engliſh is fruitful or pleaſant, And there- 


tore St. Ambroſe faith, it is derived from Sa that 
is, from rejoycing, for that overflowing the Fields, it cauſeth 
them the next year to flouriſh with all kind of Fruit and 
pleaſant Flowers. The Water of this River is very foul and 
dirty, ſo that it is unfit to drink; according to that of Zeremy 
2 2. What availeth it thee to go into Aſſyria, that thow 
mighteſt drink of the Water of Euphrates? if a man takes 
this Water in a Veſſel, and let it ſtand but two hours, the 
Dirt and Sand will lye at the bottom thereof two inches 
thick. Therefore the Inhabitants near about it are ont to 
take a great Pot that holdeth a good quantity, N 
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putting Water, they ler it ſtand till all the filth be ſunk to | 
the bottom, and ſo they clear Water to drink. 
Nilus taketh the beginning from a certain Mountain in 
Mauritania the Lower, not far from the Ocean, and iſſues 
 froma Lake which > call Nidiles, and partly from other 
Lakes, and is increaſed with the Snow Waters falling from 
the Mountains of the Moon in Africa, 3 200 miles from 
Feruſalem towards the South. Some think it took the name 
from Nileus a certain King thereabouts ; others, from the 
Soil which is yearly brought down in the Stream, whereby 
all Agpyt is made fruitful; from whence ſome think it was 
called S$ervzous Nilus, for that it bringeth down new Mud 
with it, The Hebrews call it Gihon, becauſe it breaketh 
out of the Earth with great Violence. This Riyer comes 
- _ through the Deſarts of h1opia, and fo with great Vio- 
lence comes into Egypt, where it is divided into ſeven Streams, 
and in times paſt had ſeven Gates, the names of which were 
Cunopicus, or Heraclioticus, Bolbitinus, Sebiniticus, Phar- 
miticus, Mende ſius, Taniticus, and Paluſſacus; the two 
outward Gates of which, vis. Canopicus and Palufiacus, were 
150 miles a ſunder. Appianus faith, there are two the: Gates 
called Lineptimicus and Diolcus: this ninth Gate is divided 
at a City and place called Delta, taking the Name from the 
likeneſs that it hath to the Greek Letter ſo called. So that 
Nilus is divided into nine Gates, by which nine Gates it falls 
into the Mediterranean Sea. Therè are many that think that 
Paradiſe was only in Egypt, and that then it had only but four 
ſtreams, and that at the Flood it was confuſed into nine, 
and they would ſeem to prove their Opinions out of the 31 
Chapter of Eze#7e/, where he calleth Egypt a Garden of 
Pleaſure. But this differeth from the deſcription of Mo/es, 
for it is not ſcitutate in the Eaſt, but rather the South from 
Jeruſalem, and far diſtant from the two Eaſtern Rivers, 
Eupbrates and Hiddikel, by which the holy Scriptures do 
principally denote Paradiſe. Wherefore it may be concluded, 
that Egypt was only part of Paradiſe, not Paradiſe it ſelf; 
and that this River was one of the Rivers, nat all, the 
Streams of which River, at ſome times of the. year, vis. 
in the Summer Solſtice, when the Sun is near the Dog-ſtar, 
begins to figell and evertiow the Banks, by reaſon of the 


- 
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melting of the Snow which lies upon the Mountains of the 
| Moon, and ſo drown all the places near unto it, through the 
Land of Egypt, leaving behind it certain Slime and Mud, 
| by which it comes to pals that the Country is very fruitful, 


and ſerves them inſtead of Rain, at which rime of the Year 
(for this happens onceevery year) the People and Inhabitants 
of the Country retire themſelves to their Towns, Cities, 
and Caſtles, ſcituated upon Rocks, Mountains, and high 
Grounds, from whence it happeneth that they ſuſtain very 
little diſcommodity or loſs by any ſuch Inundation. They 


alſo keep little Boats, 5 they paſs from one place to 
another, becauſe all their Paſſa 
# drowned with Waters. There are many pretty Obſervations 


ges and Foot-paths are then 


which the People of Egypt were wont to take notice of in the 
rifing of this Water, tor they had certain Staves whereby 
they meaſured the depth of it; if it roſe but to twelve Cu- 
bits (which is fix yards in height,) they then ſtood in fear 
of great Famine, ſo alſo if it was but thirteen, for then the 
Water was not deep enough to make the ground fertile 
but if it roſe to fourteen or fifteen, then they were in great 
hope, and did not doubt of a fruitful Year z and if to ſix- 
teen, they then greatly rejoyced at their Proſperity, and kept 
Banquets and Feaſts, and were aſſured that the ſucceeding 
year would be very plentiful ; but if it roſe above, they laid 
aſide all ſigns of Joy, and lived very ſparingly, and with 
great Sorrow; this great Inundation of Waters 5 -ſhewing 
Scarcity and Want, and Famine. and Peſtilence, and Death. 
And thus Nilus yearly, every year is to them inſtead of Rain, 
for Egypt is without Rain. f 5 Sh 
In Autumn, atſuch time as the Sun going out of the laſt 
face of Libra, entereth into 8 _— the Waters of Nilus 
by little and little, retire themſelves into their Banks, and 
the Earth becomes quite uncovered of Water: about which 
time, the Country being exceeding hot, the Earth is pre- 
ſently made dry in all thoſe places, ſo that in the Month 
of Oelober they may both till and ſow their Land. In this 
River the Crocodile and the Ichneumo breed, of the nature 
of which two, you may ſufficiently read in Geſner. There 
allo. breeds the Pelican, of which St. Ferom ſaith, there ate

young ones upon their Beak, and then leave them lying in 
their Neſt for three days; at the end of which time, the 
Female greviouſſy wounds her ſelf upon the Breaſt,and pour.

This City in times paſt belonged to the Parthians, even 
then when Crafſzs the rich Roman, fifty three Years before 
the Birth of Chriſt, robbed the Temple of. Zeru/a/em, and 
of thoſe Holy Relicks bare away to the value of fix Tuns of 
Gold; for which God puniſhed him openly , for upon the 
fixth of June after he was by the Parthians overthrown © 
hard by Haran in Meſopotamia, and there taken and lain 
the Parthians pouring molten Gold into his Mouth, ſaid, 
Drink now thy. fill ( thou greedy Wretch ) of that which 
thou ſo long haſt thirſted after, for with this thou mayſt fill 
thy greedy Throat.

To 
gratifie which great favour, they aided him in his War 
againſt the four Kings that had taken Lot Priſoner, and gave 
him free liberty to inhabit in, and uſe the Plain thereabouts 
for his Cattel ; before whoſe door (as ſome Authors affirm), 
this Terebinth or Oak- tree ſtood, and ſo continued from 
the beginning of the World, till the time of Conſtantine 
the Great, it being lawful for none to cut a Bough of it, or 
touch it with a Hatchet, becauſe it was in thoſe days ac- 
counted a Holy Tree, and viſited by divers Strangers; and 
then Helena cauſed a fair Church to be built in that place, 
and ſo much the rather, for that Abraham fitting under that 
Tree, the three Angels appeared unto him in the Similitude 
or Likeneſs of Men, Gen. 8. 1, 2. And ſome are of Opini- 
on, That becauſe of this, the veto Offered Incenſe to their 
Gods, and committed Idolatry upon high Mountains and 
under green Trees, Ezek. 16.. There was alſo a double

f the Lake or Dead Sea, called Aſphaltides. 
1 N the very ſime place where theſe Cities were burnt and 
1 deſtroyed, there is at this day to be ſeen a Lake about 
36 Miles long, and in ſome places ſix, in others eight, and 
twelve miles over. It boileth with Pitch and Brimſtone, 
and in ſome places paſſeth by the name of the Salt Sea, 
and in others, the dead Sea, becauſe of the noiſome and 
venomous Air that riſeth out of it, inſomuch as the very 
Birds that fly over it fall down dead; and if a Beaſt do but 
drink of it mix'd with Water, it makes him incurably lick. 
It is of a wonderful nature, for whatſoever heavy thing 
you fling into it will not fink, but ſwim upon the top, be 
it either Iron, Lead, Copper, or any other weighty. mat- 
ter: of which Ve/paſian the Emperor having notice, to 
make Experience of what he had heard, made a Journey 
Of purpaſe to ſee it, and with him took certain condemn» 
"ed men, who for their Offences had deſerved Death; theſe 
he manacled, and where he thought it to be deepeſt cauſed 
them to be thrown in; but they roſe up again with ſuch 
violcuce as it ſome Storm or Tempeſt had ſent them up. 
The Water thereof changeth three times a day, and ſhineth 
againſt ine Sun with divers colours, caſting out Fire and 
great Cakes of Pitch much reſembling Bulls without 
heads, and of that quantity. This Pitch is good for di- 
vers things, as to calk Ships, to lay upon Cables, and to 
uſe in Medicines; wherefore ſuch as come to this Sea and 
know the nature of it, have certain Skifs and Inſtruments 
. wherewith they draw theſe Cakes of Pitch to their Ships, 
to which it cleaveth ſo faſt, it being naturally tough, that 
being brought to Land they cannot get it rd again but by

Scythian Town. Foſeph. in lib. 2. de Bell. Jud. cap. 18. 
remembreth a ſtrange Accident that hapned near this Town; 
for the eus beſieging it, there were of their own Nation 
that dwelt within the City, who (that they might make a 
rivate Gain) took wages of the Scythians to oppoſe their 
rethren and Country-men: by which means, the Scyrhians 
got the better. But after a while, the Scythiaxs confider- 
ing that the number of the es was great, and fearing 
ſome ſudden Inſurrection or Innovation, gave them warn- 
ing to depart and leave the Town: they, though with great 
Grief, as being preft with a two-fold neceſſity, (their own 
Wants and the hatred of their Kindred) did ſo, relying 
merely upon the Courteſie of Strangers. But about ſome 
two days after in the night time, the Inhabitants of Scytho- 
polis breaking out of the City unawares , fell upon 
them, and in recompence of their Kindneſs, put to the Sword 
ſome thirteen thouſand : many ſlain unawares, ſome as they 
were eating, and moſt in their Sleep. After they had com- 
mitted this , Maſſacre, they compaſſed about the Wood 
where they were, took away all their Subſtance, and ſuffered 
not a Man to depart alive. Wherefore, one Simon the Son 
of a certain ancient and noble Citizen, called Saul, percei- 
ving their preſent Miſery, and that there was nohope to e- 
ſcape imminent Death and utter Ruine, in a cruel and 
deſperate manner breaks out into theſe Words: O miſera- 
ble Wretch that I am, that againſt my own Conſcience 
have lift up theſe Impious Hands againſt my Country, com- 
mitting daily Maſſacres to pleaſure them, who at this day 
lay violent hands upon all we have; die therefore, thou 
that art thus prophane, and with thine own hands make - 
an end of thy wretched Life, fince thou doſt not deſetve 
to die honourably in the face of the Enemy, but wretch- 
edly in a corner, and for thine own offence. So ſoon as he 
had ended theſe words, he turned him about with a fierce 
countenance, and falling upon his Father, Mother, Wife,

One of which name in} Tiber, iss rhe Emperours time was 
famous, both for the extent of her Dominions (in which 
ſhe exceeded all the reſt of her predeceſſors): as alſo in 
regard of her manly preſence and noble Spirit. The Eunuch 
which Philip baptized, Ads 8. was Treaſurer or Cham- 
berlain to this Queen: and it is to be thought, by him 
the Doctrine of the Goſpel of Chriſt was firſt made 
known in Saba, and in the Country of Athiapia; which 
' afterwards was more largely propagated and diſperſed by 
the Evangeliſt St. Matthew, who taught there.

It is reported, that in the year of 
our Lord 1476, there was ſuch an extreme Peſtilence 
in it, that there dyed 20000 a day, from whence may 
be gathered how infinitely it is peopled. Near to this 
Town ſtood the Pyramids, which are held to be one 
of the Wonders of the World (as Srrabo faith, lib. 17.) 
the height of one of them was 625 foot, and ſquare on 
each ſide 883 foot; ir was cwenty years a building, a 
hundred thouſand Work-men employed about it : whence 
it may be eaſily gathered, how hard and difficult it was 
in thoſe times to get Stone (it being for the moſt 
part brought from Arabia) and at what an exceſhve charge 
they were thar ſet them up.

This firſt Captivity and Deſtruction of the City 
Jeruſalem by Nebuchadnezzar that great Emperor, hap- 
pened Anno Mundi 3362, and before Chriſt 606. Three 
Hundred and ninety Years heing then fully compleat and 
ended, from the firſt year of Feroboam King of I/rae/, who 
ſet up the Golden Calves, and cauſed them to be Worſhip- 
ped : For after the end of theſe years, according to the Pro- 
phecy of Ezekzel, cap. 4. the Sins of Zeroboam ſhould be 
grievouſly puniſhed upon the People of Judah. In the like 
manner, from the end of the thirteenth year of ab, where- 
in Feremy firſt began to Prophecy until this year, in which 
the Children 1 were carried away Captive into Baby- 
lon, are numbred forty years; which by Ezek. cap. 4. afe

| far this City ſtood from Feruſalem, you may read 
before, which by the Chaldzans is called Shinear; or 
S:near, and fignifies, To ſtrike upon the Teeth, being deri- 
ved of Scben, A Tooth, and Naer to ſtrike. It may alſo be 
taken for that, when.a Man endeavoured with all ſpeed to 
execute a thing; which ſeems to reſemble the condition of 


Nimrod; for that in this place he endeavoured to overcome 


and Conquer all his Neighbours : From whence this Land 
was called Cafidas, that is, the Country of the Deſtroyer. 
So changing S into L, it is called Chaſdeus or Chaldea. The 
Chief and Metropolitan City af which Country was this 
Babylon, Built ſome thirty Years after the Flood by Nimrod, 
or the Babylonian Saturn, the firſt great n 1 

N 8 N orld, 
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World, according to Beroſus, lib. 4. who writeth after this 
manner: Nimrod, which was accounted the Son of Jupiter 
Belus, being angry with the Holy Prieſts of that great God 
Fehovah, came with his Colony and People into the Field 
of Smear, where. he built a City, and laid the Foundation 
of a great Tower, 131 years after the Flood; and raiſed 
this Tower to ſuch 2 height, and withal of ſuch a hugeneſs, 
that it ſeemed as if it had heen ſome great Mountain ; be- 
cauſe he would have the Babylonian People accounted the 
chiefeſt and greateſt in the World; alſo their Governour, 
the King of Kings. A little after he ſaith, he built this 
Tower, but before he could finiſh it, dyed; in the fifty fixth 
year after he began it; wherefore the City and Tower of Ba- 
bylon, according to the Opinion of Beroſus, was begun in 
Anno Mundi 1788, which was 131 years after the Flood, 
and before Chriſt 2180. There were two cauſes where: 
fore the Children of Men built up this Tower; firſt, that 
they might get them a Name, ſecondly, that they might be 
Jafe in caſe there came another Flood to drown the World. 
It was made of Brick and Bittum, left the Water ſhould 
looſen it. But the Lord turned their Enterpriſes into Evil, 
ad divided their Language, fo that they could not under- 
ſtand one another (whereby they were conſtrained to leave 
off their Building : ) From whence it happened that their 
Minds, Manners, Underftandings, Studies, and Principal 
Actions were utterly changed, and is the Foundation of all 
Diſcord and Sedition, where the fear of God, and the true 
Knowledge of Chriſt doth not prevent it. From this divi- 
fion of Tongues, it is called the City of Babylon, this is the 
City of Diviſton; being derived of the Word Balal, he hath 


confounded or mingled together. Of this City you may 


read in /. lib. 1. cap. g. where he bringeth in a ſaying of 


the Sibyls, which was, That rohen all Nations were of one 


Language.” they Built an exceeding high Tower, as though 
they would haue aſcended by it into Heaven; but the.

It was in 
compaſs 380 Furlongs, as Srrabo ſaith, which make forty 
eight miles. Through it ran the River Euphrates, by which 
all things neceſſary were conveyed to the. City; withont- it 
was compaſſed with fair Ditches, fill'd with Water like 
Rivers, and in the Wall there ſtood a hundred Gates. He- 
rodotus ſaith, that it was 480 Furlongs about, which make 
fixty miles Eng/1/h, but that is not ſo credible. | 3

The firſt Founder of this City was Nimrod, who in thoſe 
times was the chief Commander of the World. It is thought 
that he was the Son of Cham, the Son of Noah; whoſe name 
fignifles, a cruel Governpur, or an unmerciful Tyrant; 
And that his Actions might be according to the fignification _ 
of his Name, he is branded with moſt perſpicuous notes of 
Cruelty, omitting no violent action whereby he might in- 
large his Dominions; incroaching upon other Mens Govern- 


ments, through a thirſty and ambirious defire of Renown, 


without reſpect of Equity or Humanity: And to add evil to 
evil, committed many outrages upon ſuch as were account. |. 
ed Good Men, and the Prieſts of the great God - Zehowah., 
from whence there grew in him a more than humane reſolu- 
tion, accounting himſelt in this World a God, and through 
this Opinion grew into contempt of all good things; com- 
pling ſuch as were his Subjects and Vaſſals, to do him 
orſhip and Reverence as to a Divine Power; which, be- 
ing ingrafted into the Hearts of ſuch as followed in ſuc- 
ceeding Ages, they countenanced it with Authority : from 
whence it came to paſs, that he was inrolled into the num- 
ber of their principal Gods, giving him the name of Saturx, 
whom the Hebrews called Sudormin, which elegantly im- 
plyeth Saturn. REES $64 IN HY 
Beraſus faith, That the Babylonian Jupiter ſucceeded 
this Nimrod, whoſe Authority I am willing to follow, vo. 
avoid prolixity. This Man ſo much inlarged the City, that 
many in ſucceeding ages have attributed the foundation there - 
of unto him. He ruled over it fixty one years. . 


After him ſucceeded Ninus, or, as ſome would have ir.

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Nimrod the ſecond ; who 1 4 his Reign Anno Mund 
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1909, before Chriſt 206 1: He did many worthy Adds du- 
ring his Life, and added to the Empire of Babylon many 
Provinces ; and after he had Reigned fifty years, dyed, and 
was buried in Babylon. 

After him ſucceeded Semiramis, his Wife, who took up- 
on her the Government of the Aſſprian Empire, her Son 
| Ninus being then within age; and ſhe began her Go 
vernment, Anno Mundi 1959, before Chrift 2009. She 
was one of the manlieſt and reſolute Women that we 
read of, and performed as many worthy and memorable 
Actions. This Queen built her Sepulchre over the moſt 
eminent Gate of wy in a publick and perſpicuous 
place, upon which the cauſed to be written in Golden 
letters, If there be any King of Babylon that ſhall come 
after me, and ſtand in need 4 oney, let him apen 
this Sepulchre, and whatſoever he wanteth he ſhall find; 

"but before it will not be good for him to touch it. This 
"notwithſtanding, it continued till the Reign of Darius 
who opened this Monument in hope to od wht the 
Superſcription imported; but no Mony was there to 
be had, only within might plainly be ſeen ingraven o- 
ther Letters to this effect: Un/e/s thou hadft been un 
ſatiably Cyvetous, thou woutdſt never have opened the 
Graves of the Deal in hope of gain. This Wo- 
man deautihed Babylon with many goodly Buildings, 
duilt up the Walls thereof, ſet a Bridge over Euphrates, 
made a beautiful Orchard and a Garden in ir, beauti- 
ned it with many goodly Towers and Fortifications, 
added unto it many Provinces and Governments : and 
after all, becauſe of her own Laſcivious Appetite (as 
Salluſt ſaith) was murthered by her own Son MN'inus, 
who ſucceeded her in the Government. 3 

There were many other memorable things within this 
_ City, that were built before and after her time (as 
Herodotus faith) as that great and mighty Tower be- 
fore remembred, in which ſtood the Temple of Belus, 
and his Sepulchre. Not far from that ſtood a Chappel, 
herein was the Statue of Jupiter, all of pure Gol

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orth.* 800 Talents of Gold. Without What this ws 
that Chappel there ſtood an Altar of hes” erg 211 
pure Gold, upon which the yearly of- | 
ſered 100000 Talents of Frankincenſe. There was a- 
nother alſo ſomewhat leſs, upon which they uſed to 
offer their Sacrifices; for it was not lawful for them to 
offer any. thing that had life, upon the greater Altar : 
there ſtood alſo in that place another Statue twelve 
cubits high, all of pure Gold. : J 
This City was after taken by Orus, the firft Empe- 
tour of the Perfians, Anno Mundi 343 2. before Chriſt 
536. in the ſeventieth year after the Captivity of Iſrael 
and Fudah, according to the Prophecy of Zeremy,; at 
which time the City was ſo great, that they which 
dwelt in the middle of it did not know that the Ene- 
my had entered within the Walls at the farther end: 
which might happen, becauſe upon that day when it 
was taken the Babylonians celebrated a Feaſt unto Ve- 
aus, in which uſing extraordinary diligence, they were 
leſs mindful of ſuch things as happened unto them. 

Thus this City, that with great Tyranny had trium- 
phed over the Nations ot the earth for the ſpace of 
1600 years (being ſo plentifully furniſhed with all things 
geceſſary for the maintenance of life, that the Inhabitants 
thereof contemned all other People) was by God's per- 
miſſion, for their pride and preſumption, waſted and 
conſumed by Gruss, as you have heard: and ſhortl7 
after utterly deſtroyed by Xerxes, the fourth Emperour 
of the Per/zans, and fo continueth to this day, as 
Strabo faith. Where then, O World, is thy Proſperity ? 
or Riches, thy glory? ſince in the one thou art conſu- 
med, in the other left undone. 8 


Of the Ruines of old Babylon, that are extant at this day. 
32 (which as you have heard reigned over the 

Nations of the Earth like a Queen) at this day 
hath nothing to preſent you withall but an heap of 


Stones; out of the Ruines whereof there was built a 
little Town cloſe by where it ſtood, called Elugo, or 


Telago, ſcituated upon the Bank of the River Exphrates. 
Not . far from which, it ſeems there is a profitable

that a long time after his death, the Town was called 
Memnon, as Strabo obſerveth: but in Hefler and Daniels 
times it was called Sz/z, and the Inhabitants Sſans. The 
Penſian Emperors in thoſe times keeping their Courts 
there for the moſt part, and did greatly beautiſie the City 
with many fair Buildings. The firſt of theſe Emperours 
that dwelt there was Cyrzs, who after he had conquered 
Babylon, Aſſyria, and many other Kingdoms and Countries 
lying near to the City Su/a ; that he might with more 
eaſe and better ſafety retain them in his Government, 
removed his Court from Perſepolis, which lay up in 
the ' Eaſt part of Per/ia) to this Towp, where all the 
Winter ſeaſon, for the "moſt part, he lived, and in the 
Summer went to Egbatan, the chief City of Media, be- 


cauſe there, at that ſeaſon, the Air was very temperate: 
His Sueceſſors after him obſerving the ſame courſe for

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to it many fair and goodly Buildings, and cloſe by it

ſed with Silver and Gold, very rare to look upon: over 
it was a banquetting houſe, beautified with lively pictures, 
coſtly furniture, and Beds of Gold and Silver, covered 


with rich Tapeſtry, wrought with Silk, Silver, and Gold; 
ppon theſe they uſed to eat their Banquets : it was 


paved with Porphiry, Marble and Hyacinths, in ſuch 
ſort, as it greatly delighted ſuch as beheld it. The 
Queen had 4 priyate Garden to her ſelf; in which 
were great abundance of Trees of divers kinds, and 
many fweet Flowers and Herbs: in which Garden Ah. 
uerus walked to qualifie the heat of his Wrath that 
he had conceived againſt that wicked and perfidious 
Haman, who through envy and ambition ſoughr the de- 
ſtruction of the whole Nation of the eme; left by 
giving place unto anger, he ſhould tranſgreſs the bounds 
of Clemency and Juſtice ; wherefore it becometh every 
King, Prince, and Judge, to imitate. the example of this 
Emperqur, who, in the heat of his anger, would deter- 
mine nothing of ſo wicked a man : for long and often 
deliberation becometh every wiſe man before he doth 
any thing, Eſt. 7, 5 
Not far fron! the Emperour's Palace, in a fair and 
pleaſant Garden, there ſtood a Colledge of the Masi, 
that is, ſuch as the Per/ians accounted wiſe and learned 
men : theſe were of ſuch account for their knowledge 
and underſtanding amongſt that People, that ſome” of 
them in ſucceeding ages were choſen for Kings and Go-. 
vernours in that Country. They ſtudied for the moſt

for the ſpace of almoſt 150 years, and was diſtant 


from Feruſalem toward the North-eaſt 684 miles: up- 
on the eaſt fide joyning to the.Rivet Haris, on the 
North to the Caſpian Sea. It rakes the name from 
the Beauty of it, being derived of Navab, which fignifi- 
eth, A comely place, ſpacious and pleaſant. There are 
many that are of opinion, that in many things it ex- 
ceeded Babylon ; as, for the ſumptuouſnefs of the Build - 
ength of the Walls, and the extefir. The 
Walls were ſo thick that three Chariots might have met 
upon them without any danger; and beautified with an 
hundred and fifty Towers. Jonas being ſent of God to 
this City, was three days going through it, that is (as Luther 
expounds it) rhrough every Street of it; in which time 
he converted a hundred and twenty thouſand to repen- 
tance. Arbaces (who was called Arphaxad) was then 
Emperour. This Arbaces, Fuſtin lib. 2. calleth ArbaQus : 
he was a Captain of the Medes, who perceiving. the 
effeminate diſpofition of Sarnadapalus, the then Empe- 
Tour, taking advantage of the times, and this man's weak- 


neſs, conſpired with ſome of his Companions ro uſurp 
t make them 


upon His Government: and that he migh | 
hate and loath his looſeneſs, brought them into a Room 
where they might ſee him fitting amongſt his Harlots, 
tired in Womans apparel, and carding Wool. This fight 
greatly diſpleaſing them, and before being — 


ineveb, was a City of Aſſyria, where 


by Arbaus, they ſeized upon the City, and beſieged 
Sardanapalus in his Palace. But to prevent the miſery 
of a ſhameful death, after he had gathered all his 
Riches together, he ſet fire on his Palace, where he, 
his companions, and Treaſure periſhed, this fire continued 
fifteen days, and happened 823 years before Chriſt : a- 
bout which time Arbatus ſucceeded Sardanapalus, be- 
gan to reign, and continued his Government ers, eight 
years. But the Medes held not the Aſſyrian | 
long; for Phul Belochus, who at this time reigned in 
Babylon, and his Succeſſor Iiglath Philaſſer, are called 
Kings of Aſſyria, between whom there happened many 
great Wars, 2 Kings 15. 26. From whence may be ga- 
thered, that after the death of Arbattys, theſe Emperours 
dwelt in Nineveb, and ſucceeded in the Empire. 
Thus was this City greatly defaced with continual 
evils, the Lord before-hand giving them many admoni- 
tions and gentle Corrections (if it had been in them to 
have conceived it) to win them to repentance ; but 


| they continued ſtill in their Sins, therefore, according to 


their former Prophecies, Cyaxares King of the Medes 
beſieging this Town, took it, and deſtroyed it even unto 
the Ground, as Exſebius faith. This deſolation happened 
thirteen years before the deſtruction of Feruſalem, in 
the eleventh year of Sadyattis King of the Lydians, who 


was Grandfather to Creſus,, Anno Mundi 3349, before 


Chriſt 619. 


After this Deſtruction it lay a long time deſolate, but 
at length ſome part of it was reſtored; though with 


much trouble; and then, when it was at the beſt eſtate, 
conſtrained to ſuffer many changes; and at length utter- 
ly deſtroyed by Tamer/ane the Great the ſecond time, 
Anno Mundi 3390. After this, the Inhabitants of that 


Country, upon the Eaſt fide of the River Tygris, be- 


gan. the third time to build ir. But whether this third 
reſtoring of this City, was at the command of ſome 


Prince that had the Government of the Country there- 


abouts, or becauſe of the ſcituation, or for private pro- 


tir, it is not ſer down: nevertheleſs it is again repair- 


ed, ſtanding upon the Borders of Armenia, beautified 
\ 26 with 
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with goodly Buildings, with fair and ſpacious Streets, 
compaſſed about (as other Cities of theEaſt are) with Walls 
and Ditches ſufficiently ſtrengthened to oppoſe the Enemy. 
But in reſpe& of the former Nineveh, it ſeems a ſmall 
Village. It hath a Bridge built of Ships, lying upon the 
Eaſt fide of it, over the River Tygrrs; and upon that 
fide of the River there ſtand many fair Gazdens or Or. 
chards; and the Land there al ſo is very fertile and plea- 
fant. But upon the Weſt of '1yzr7s, the Spy! is nothing 
Jo fertile. At this day it is called by the name of Mo/: 
el; fo that although it ſtands in the ſame place, yet 
doth it not retain the fame name. To this Town there 
15a great reſort of Merchants, who bring up their Com- 
modities from the River Tyz2ris hither, and from hence 
convey them to Bagdeth, and many other parts of the 


World. The Inhabitants thereof are for the moſt part 


Neſtorians; of whom you may read before, in the 
Deſcription of the Sects remaining in Feruſalem at this 
day. They are bad in great account and eſtimation 


among the Iris, becauſe it is imagined that one of | 


this Sect helpt Mabomet to compoſe the Alcoran. This 
Neſtorius lived Anno Dom. 429. and taught at Conſtant: 
_ rople; but after he was condemned at Epheſus for an 
Heretick, he was conſtrained to ſteal from Conſtantinople, 
and to flie to Thebes in AÆgyßt; where God laid a grie- 
vous ' puniſhment upon him; for his Tongue began to 
rot out of his head, and to conſume with Vermin, ot 
which he died miſerably, | 
The ſpiritual ſignification of the Prophet Jonas. 
Js ſignifieth a Dove, and typically tepreſenteth Chriſt 
in his name. For Chrift was that gracious and inno- 
cent Dove, who hath made evident to Man his fingr- 
lar Mercy and Clemency, without any ſhew of bitternels 
or wrath. Then in his Affliction; for as Jonas thruſt 


himſelf into the Sea of Calamity, and there was {wal 


lowed up of a Whale, which might be well refembled 
to the Grave; fo Chriſt our Saviour was caſt into the 
Sea of Affliction; the miſery and calamity of this 
World; and after that, thruſt into the jaws of Death, 
the Grave; where (as Jonas did in the Whales on 
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he lay tliree days, and then roſe again, the Earth being 
unable any longer to contain his Body:

T* was the chief City of the Tribe of Naphraly, 


eighty four miles from Feruſalem toward the North. 
It ſtood in Ga/lee, and in times paſt was a ftrong 
Town: here Tob:as the Elder was born. It is to be 
ſeen at this day (as ſome ſay) but much decayed ; and is 
now called by the name of Es {cituated in a Mountain, 
ſo ſteep and ſtrongly fortified by Nature upon the Welt fide, 
that it is impoſſible to aſcend upon it. In a Valley 
ſome two miles from this Town towards the South, 
Nagſon, ſpoken of in the firſt Chapter of Toby, is feitnated. 
Upon the left fide. whereof there ſtood a Town called S- 
het: but now there is nothing to be ſeen but a Caſtle, 
where in antient times the Knights Templers kept their 
abiding, and at this day is in the cuſtody of the Turks. 
This Caſtle is ſcituated upon a high Mountain, fortified: 
very ſtrongly both by Art and Nature, and ftandeth 
within a mile of Naphtaly South-Weſtward. - At ſuch 
time as Joſephus, that great Hiſtoriographer (who was 
the Son Matt hia or Marathia, a Prieft of the Zews) was 
choſen chief Commander of the Tribe of Naphtaly, he 
gathered an Army of 100000, and fortified this Caſtle 
and Naphtaly, and many other Towns thereabouts, con- 
tinuing a long and ſharp War againſt the Romans, until 
Naphtaly was taken, and he conſtrained. to yeild himſelf 
Captive. In the taking in of which Town, Titus the Son 
of Veſpaſian did firſt aſcend the Walls and there made

of Feruſalem, from whence about the 38 year of his 
age he went to Alexandria, a City of Egypt, 288 miles 
(Evergates Ptolomais the Son of Philadelphus being then 
King of that Country) where he gathered our of that 
fonriſhing Library (ſet up at the charge of Prolomais 
Philadelphus) his Book of Eccltſiaſticus; as Bees from 
divers flowers gather ſweet hony,. A of 
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be great Ciiy Alexandria. 
A Lexandria was a City of Egypt, diſtant from Feru- 
\.-/o/em 288 miles Weſtward in ancient time called 
No, that is, a Hindrance. But Alexander the Great taking 
affection to this city, in the year 330 before Chriſt, be- 
gan to build ir, (for by continuance of time it was much 
decayed) and within the ſpace of 17 days made it a goodly 
city, much greater than that it was before: to Which, 
that he might add the greater grace, he called it after his 
own name, Alexandria; and there he lieth buried, after 
he had governed the Empire of the Grecians 7 years. For 
although he dyed in Babylon, the chief City of the Chat 
deans, yet Ptolomais (one of his chief Princes) removed his 
Body thence in a golden chariot to Memphis in Egypt, 
and 20 years after, to Alexandria. The Scituation there- 
of is very delectable, bordering to the North upon the 
Mediterranean Sea, and to the South upon the Pool of 
Mareridis, as Strabo faith, lib. 17. It was ten miles about, 
ſtrongly fortified with walls, beautified with goodly build- 
ings, {ciruated in a, very fruitful Country. And to give 
2 greater delight unto the inhabitants, without the Walls 
there ſtood many goodly Orchards and Gardens, plenti- 
fully furniſhed with fruits and flowers of divers kinds, 
3s Pomecitrons, Figgs, &c. During the time of Pto/lo- 
mars Philadelphus, it was a famous and flouriſhing City; 
for this Prince being a great lover of Learning, inſtituted. 
an Academy, as it is thought, in it, and added thereto 
a ſtately Library, wherein were 400000 Books. The 
fame whereof being publiſhed through the World, many 
people of divers Nations reſorted thither to ſee it. 
Then Eleazar alſo the High- prieſt of the eue, at the re- 
queſt of Prolemais ſent 72 Interpreters to tranſlate the 
Bible out of Hebrew into Greek; which was (as Euſebius 
obſerveth) in the third year of his reign, before Chriſt 
268. In recompence whereof,. he ſent to be dedicated 
in the Temple of Feruſalem à Table of gold richly a- 
dorned with Carbuncles, Smaragdes, and other precious 
ſtones; two ſtately Cups, and 30 Bowls of pure gold, 
as appeareth in Zoſeph. lib. Antiq. 12. The Academy _ 
continued there till after 8 time, as you may ag |

| Rome, and went back again to Antiochia in Syria, which 


was 1600 miles ; and there ſucceeded his Brother Zeleucus 
Philopater in the government. He began to reign 173 
years: before Chriſt. | EE 
In the third year of his Reign he went from Antiochia 
to Hyrus, 60 miles; in that Journey he conquered all the 


lower part of Syria and Phenicia. 


From thence he went about fix ſcore miles through 


_ Galilee and Fudæa, conquering all the Cities and Countries 


that lay in his way; and would alſo have gone down 
into Egypt; but when he heard that his Nephew P7o/ommars

From Peluſio (having built a bridge over Nas) he 
went with his Army to Memphis, conquered all the Coun- 
tries and ſtrong Cities as he went, about 140 miles, 
and brought thither a mighty and great prey: where, ac- 
cording to the ſaying of the Prophet Daniel, cap. II. 
he dealt ſubtilly with Pro/omars Philometor. | 
From Memphis he returned to Alexandria, where the 
Citizens would not ſuffer him to enter the gates, where- 
5 he beſieged it, but to ſmall purpoſe; which was 120 
From Alexandria he returned to Peluſio, which was 
160 miles, there he left a Garriſon to retain what he had 
gotten in Egypt, 1 Mac. 4. | 
From Peluſio he returned to Antiochia with a great

Popillus with other Embaſſadors, into Egypt, who hear- 


ing that Antiochus was come to Leuſia, which was with. 


in a mile of Alexandria, the Romans went thither to him. 
Where, when he had welcomed them, and ſhewed all 
the courteſie he could to P. Popillins, P. Popillius deliver: 


ed him certain Tables that he had about him written, 


And firſt of all commanded him to read them; which he 


did. Then he counſelled with ſome of his friends, whar 


was beſt to be done in the buſineſs. While he was thus 
in a great Study, P. Popillius, with a wand that he had 
in his hand, made a Circle about him in the Duſt, ſaying 
E're thou tir a foot out of this Cirele-return thy Anſwer, 
that. I may tell the Senate whether thou badſt rat ler 
bave War or Peace. This he uttered with ſuch a firm 
Countenance, that it amazed the King: wherefore, after 
he had pauſed a while, quoth he, I will do what the Se. 
nate hath written, or ſhall think fit. So doing little or 
nothing in Ezypr he returned back again. -Fuftin, lib. 24. 
Decad. Lib. 4. cap. 5. Fo. lib. 12. cap. 6. Theſe things 
hapned ann. urb. Rom. 585. L. Æmilius Paulus and Caius 
Licinius Craſſus being then Conſuls; in which year the 
Moon was totally ecclipſed, Ammilius overcame Perſeus 
Kiypg of Macedon, and reduced Macedonia into a Province, 
lib.

From Leuſia, Amtivchus (fearing leſt the ese would 
Forſake his Empire and vzebell) went to Feriſalen, 
Which was 288 miles; but the Inhabitants of the Town 
hut him out of the City, wherefore he beſieged it, and 
by the Treaſon of Aenelaus, Chief Prieſt, (who is 
that -purpoſe conſpired with the Guard that was in the 
;Caſtle) quickly got it, and entred the Gates. Jn even 
Place where he came he put the Citizens to the Sword, 
and for three days ſpace did little elſe but cruelly Mafli- 
cre the People. He went alſo with Menelaus into the 
"Temple, where he Polluted rhe ſacred things of the Tem 
ple, and took © thence the Veſſels of Silver and Gold, 
or Wharſoever he found precious or worthy : ſo that the 
„Prey he took amounted to 180 Talents, which make 
almoſt eleven Tun of pure Gold, all which, were part! 
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Gifts dedicated to the Temple, and partly Treaſure that 
was left there as in a. ſafe and ſure place, to the uſe of 
poor diſtreſſed - Widows and Orphans. |

After that Antiochus had robbed the Temple of all 
the Silver and Gold that he could find, had baniſhed 
7aſor, had placed à ſtrong Garriſon in the Tower of 
Acropolis, (the Captain of which was one Philip a very 
cruel man) and made Menelaus High-Prieft ; with all this 
booty and ſome number of Captives, he returned to 
Avtiochia, which was 280 miles. In the year following, 
that is, before Chriſt. 166, Lu. Amilius Paulus, trium- 
phed for the Wars of Macedonia. Not long after, Anti- 
oc2us miſdoubted the Fidelity of the Jews, ſent Apollonius 
with an Army of 22000 to Feruſalem, who entered the City 
upon the Sabbath day, and committed many out-rages. 

Then Antiochus having ſpent a great part of the Gold 
and Silver which he had got from Feruſalem, about the 
eleventh Year of his Reign made his Expedition from 
Antiochia to Perſepolis, it was allo called  Elymajdes) 
in Perſiu, which was 196 miles. Here he took the Tem- 
ple of Diana, ſpoiled all that Country round about, 
and with ſtrong hand gathered together a great Maſs of 
Gold and Silver to maintain War againſt Judas Maccha- 
eus. But a multitude of Citizens diſliking his Sacri- 
ledge, banded themſelves. together, and put Ant iochus and 
lis Souldiers to flight before he could take the City of 
Ferſepolts, 1 Mach. 6. 2 Mack. 9. Fs ar 

Wheretore being driven from thence, he fled with his 
Army to Egbatana, à City in Media, which was 209 miles. 
lere, having certain Intelligence by Letters, of the noble 
Exploits of ZFudas Maccabers, and that he purged the 
Temple of ſuch things as were prophane, he fell into an 
trcam Grief, and like one diſtracted, railed againſt the 
J-ws, and ſwore to be revenged of them, 1 Mac. 9. 

In this extream Anger he went from Egvatana to Baby- 
bn with his Army, which was 464 miles. But as he 
Went, his Chariot was overthrown, in the fall whereof 


be was ſo extreamly wounded, that they were conſtrained 
o curry him in a Bed to Beby/on, where he ſhortly after 
d ed miſe:ably. 80 all his Travels were 8153 miles.

Thus may we fee with what Difficulties and Dangers 
this wicked Prince obtained his ViQtories, and paſt away 
his Life, ſometimes in Travel, his Journeys long and tron. 
bleſom, ſometimes in Proſperity, ſometimes in Adverſity, 
again ſometimes afftifted with troubleſom Cogitations, 
ſometimes with extream Anger, ſeldom in Peace, and 
then alſo his Actions ſavouring of Violence and Filthineſs. 
From whence it appeareth, That the Wicked, with more 
Sorrows, Troubles and Vexations, gain eternal Damnation, 
than the Juſt, tho they ſuffer many grievous Afflictions, ob. 
tain everlaſting Salvation. „For among all the Patriarchs, 
ood Kings, and Prophets, there is not found any that 
ad fo many long and tedious Journeys as this Antiochus, 
who continually oppreſſed his Mind and Conſcience with 
unprofitable Vanities and wicked Thoughts, and at length 
had a miſerable and terrible end. |

Miocbia, where Antiochuss 1 kept his Court, 
: / \ was anciently called Chemath, or Riblab. It was 
ſcituated in Syria, 180 miles from Jeruſalem towards 
the North, near to the Cities, Seleucia, Laodicea, and 


| _* Apamea, which four Cities (as Strabo faith in the fixteenth 
Bock of his Geography) were built by Seleucus Nicanor, 


firſt King of Syria. This man was a mighty Prince, and 
obtained the Name of Nicanor (which ſignifieth Victory 
becauſe he proſpered in his Wars, and conquered his Ad- 
. verſaries. For, when (within 13 years after the death of 

Alexander the Great) he had got the Kingdom of Syria, 
he became ſo great in the 31 year of his Reign, that 
he obtained the Empire of all the Eaſt; and beſide 
(as Strabo ſaith) re-edified and built up theſe four Cities, 
calling one of them Antiochia, after the name of his 
Father, another Laodrcea, after the name of his Mother, 
à third after his own Name Seleucia, and the laſt A pamed, af: 
ter the name of his Wife. Theſe four Cities, becauſe they 
were all built by one man, and at one time, were called 
 Sifters. But Antiochia was much fairer than the * 
3 . an 
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four Walls: The firſt, which was antiently called Hemath 
(a violent Anger) of Chamathia the Son of Canaan; was 


ching that wrote the Perſan Hiſtory, are faid ta be 
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and in thoſe times was a greater City than any other 
called after that name; yea, it was equal to Alexandria 
in Egypt, for glory and excellency of Building. It was 
divided into four parts, and thoſe parts ſeparated with 


after Riblath, from the multitude of the Inhabitants ; 
and the third time by Seleucus, after his Father's name, 
called Antiochia. In this part Seleucus to dignifie the 
City, Kept his Court it being compaſſed about with 
Goodly Walls. In the ſecond part the Citizens of Syria 
inhabited. In the third, Seleuchus Callimichus (afterward 
King of the Syr:ans) kept his Court, and great'y beau- 
tified it. But in the fourth (where afterward many C 


ſumptuous Houſes. Cloſe by the City there ſtood a 
pleaſant Wood, watered with many clear Fountains and 
delightful Springs, to which there reſorted a great multi- 
tude of Fowls of divers forts, which ſung very plea- 


ſantly among the Trees, to the great content and delecta- 


tion of the Citizens. In the midſt of this Wood ſtood 
the Temple of Apollo and Diana, goodly things, and 
very curiouſly built. It was called the Wood of FO 
becauſe it was full of Laurel Trees. From this 00d 
all the Country thereabout is called Ep:idaphne. Not 
far off ſtandeth the River Orontes, which beginneth in 
Crloſyria, and paſſeth under the Earth till it comes near 
to Apamea, where it riſeth and watereth all Antiochia.

It was diſtant from Feruſalem 204 miles Northward. 

| Of Perſepolis. . 
© Log was the Metropolitan City of Per/a, di; 
ſtant from Feruſalem 1240 miles Eaſtward. So 
called of Perſeus that mighty King of the Per ſiane, 
who re-edified it and gave it that name; which is as 
much as to ſay, the City of the Per/rans, which allo 
of him were fo called. The Aſtronomers, becauſe he 
was greatly affected ro ſuch as were skilful in that Art 
attributed his name and his Wives name to two Con- 
ſtellations in the Heavens, of which Ovid's Fable is con- 
ſtituted of Pega/us and Andromache. 

This City of .Per/epo/zs was fo fair, that it exceeded 
all the Cities of the Eaſt both for Statelineſs and Beauty, 
and ſo continued from Perſeus time, until Alexander the 
Great had conquered Darius: at which time, this great 
Emperour having got into his hand the whole Empire o 
the Per/ians, came to Perſepolis in. the year before Chriſt 
329, and there celebrated a great Feaſt in triumph of his 
Victories; to which there rcloreed a great many Women, 

| | | e 
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not ſuch as were of the better ſort, but them that followed 
the Camp, and lived diſſolutely: amongit, whom was that 
notable Curteſan Jhais; who perceiving the King inclined 
to Mirth, and full with Wine, began to-flatter, him in his 
Cups, and among other things to commend and dignifie 
his Noble Exploits, withal giving him to underſtand, 
how acceptable it would be to the Greczans: to ie. the 
Royal Palace of the Per/rans fired, which had ſo. often 
afflicted Grecia. No ſooner had ſhe uttered theſe words 
but another ſeconded her, and then a third. After, the 
whole aſſembly cried out, ſhall we revenge the Injury 
of the Greczans, and burn the City? With that they all 
roſe in great fury, the King himſelf (being crowned) 
beginning firſt to fire the Palace, wherein was great 
abundance of Cedar, from whence it happened, that ſud- 
denly the fire ſpread ir ſelf a great way; which when the 
Army that lay without the Walls perceived, with all 
ſpeed came to the City to ſtay the burning of it, for 
which purpoſe many brought Water with them. Bur 
when they beheld the King himſelf buſie in this Trage- 
dy, laying aſide their Water, they alſo, in hope of Booty, 
and to imirate the ſteps of their Prince, fell to Firing the 
City, and according to the Cuſtom of Souldiers in ſuch 
Maſſacres, made a Prey cf what they could get; in- 
creafing the fire with dry ſtuff and other Combuſtible 
matter, whereby it came to paſs that the whole City was 
there with fired and burnt to the ground. This was the end 
of that mighty City which ruled over ſo many Na- 
tions, where ſo many mighty Princes governed, that 
was the ſcourge of Grecia and the greateſt part of 
the World, that ſent forth a Navy of 10000” Ships 
and an Army of an infinite number: there being at this 
day nothing to be ſeen, unleſs the River Arxes that ran cloſe 
by it remaineth. Thus was that conſumed in a fury, which 
the King and all his Army before endeayoured to ſpare. But 
after it turned to the great ſhame of the Macedonians, that 
their King thould fire fo famous a City in the midft of his 
Cups: and Alexander himſelf, after he had ſlept, repented 
what he had done. | 97

a great Army out of Syria toward the Eaſt, Ar/ſaces King 


of the Medes and Parthians, being aided by the Citizens 
of Elymazs, the Perſians, and Batfrians meeting him in 
thoſe parts, gave him many ſharp and cruel Battels, 
and in the end (under the pretence of Peace) took 
him Priſoner, - in the year 'before Chriſt 137; and from 
that time the Parthians governed Perſia and Grecia, and

buried. Simon his third Son, high Prieſt of 7eruſa/em, 
did marvellouſly beautifie this Sepulchre ; for he made 
2 Vault, of white Marble, compaſſed about with fair Pillars, 
which ſupported an admirable curious Arch, to ſee to as if it 
had been one ſtone. Over this Vault, in convenient places, he 
built ſeven Pyramids, in memory of his Father, Mother, his 
four Brethren, and himſelf.

When Seron (who was alſo one of Ant iocſusss chief 


Captains in Syria the lower) heard that Vadis Mucchu- 
beus had overcome Appolonius, and put him to death, 
he was very angry, and ſaid, I i go and conquer Judas 


Macchabeus and thoſe that are with him, that ſo I may 


get my ſelf a name, and be famous through the whole 
Kingdom: ſo he came out of Syrza, and pitched his Tents 
near Bethoron the lower, in the Tribe of Fadab, thirty 
two miles from Samaria. But Fudas went down to him 
to Bethoron, where he broke into his Camp, overcame 

his whole Army, and put him to the Sword, with 8c02 
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Battel was fought eight miles from Feruſalem. 


Antiochus Epiphanes having certain Intelligence of that 
which had happened, in the next year made an Expedition 
into Perſia, that he might gather Money in thoſe Eaſt 


parts to make an offenfive War againſt the Zews; and 


gave Authority to Ly/zas (whom he made Governour in 
his abſence) to ſuppreſs this faction ſprung up amongſt 


them. Wherefore Lyſſas ſent 40000 Foot and 700 Horſe 
into Fury; and apointed Prolomars, Nicanor, and Gorgias 
to be Generals of the whole Army. Who, ſo ſoon as 
they had entered Fudæa after an Hoſtile manner, they pitch- 


ed their Tents near to a Town called Emaus, Foſepb. 


lib. Ant. 13. c. 10. This Town ſtandeth fix miles and 
ſomewhat more from Feruſalem; but Fudas Macchabeus 
aſſembled his Army in Mie pub, ſeituated in the Tribe of 
Benjamin; not far from Feruſulem, fix miles from Bethoron, 
I Mac. 3. | 


After Fudas Macchabens had implored Gods Aſſiſtance 


in his Wars, and performed many Religious ceremonies, he 
went with his Army ro Emaus, which was four miles: 
where, coming upon the Enemy in the night and unex- 
pected, he overcame N:canor, put him to flight, and KilFd 
3000 of his men. This Victory happened in the third 
year of Fudas Macchabens his Government, 1 Mac. 4. 
From Emays he purſued the Enemy to Gexeron Agotus, 
Aſjeremcth and lumiab, upon the Borders of Idumæa, which 
was eight mites. 1 3 
Atter, he returned back from purſuing the Enemy, with 
his Army to Emazs, which was eight miles, that he 
might oppoſę the Army of Gorgias; but Gosgias under- 
ſtanding ot the overthrow of Nicanor, and burning of his 
Tents, fled. . r 
Fudas Macchabeus obtained his fourth victory in the 
third year of his Government, which was 62 years be- 


fore Chriſt, and. in the 148 year of the Government of 


the Grecans in Syria, ſix miles from Euaus, near to the

iſtines, 1 Mac. 3. Theſe two Victories he obtained in 
the firſt year of his Government, by which he made the 
name of Macchabees famous through that Kingdom.

> From Bethſura Fudas Macchabeus brought back his 
Army to Feruſalem, which was almoſt a mile; where 


he cauſed the Temple of the Lord to be cleanfed of 


the abomination of the Gentiles, and broke down the 
Statue of Jupiter Olympus, which had continued there 
for the ſpace of three. years: and -on the fifth day of 
the month Cz//ew, which is our December, celebrated a 
ſolemn paſſeover, and built up a new Altar, and dedi- 


_ cated it unto the Lord. 
In the year after, being the fourth year of his Go- 


vernment, he repaired the Town of Sion, and fortified 
Bethſura againſt the Idumeans, which Nation all this 
year made War upon the 7ews : But after, Judas gather- 
ed an Army and went 40 miles into Idumæa, and in- 
vaded thoſe that were in Arabathnes, and in the Land 
of the ſons of Bean (which people troubled the I/rae/rtes 
with continual Robberies) and put them to flight, ſo 
that they were conftrained to take their Caſtle z where 
he fired them and it together, 1 Macch.

From Idumea he returned back again with his army

Reliques, which (becauſe of the uncertainty of them) T 
omit to ſpeak of; and will proceed to a further Deſcription 
of this City.

How this Wildernels 


was called, the Evangeliſt doth not ſpecifie; but it is 
to be thought that it was the Deſart of Arabia Perrea,

1 City was ſcituated upon the ſhore of tlie Mali 
terrenean Sea, ſome 32 miles from Feruſalen 
Northward: in ancient time it was called Strato, being 
firſt built by Slo King of Sidon. But time having 
decayed à great part of it, Herod Aſcalonita repaired it, 
and made it 2 goodly thing, calling. it Cz/areg, after 
the name of 4zguftus Caſar. And that Ships might lie

tuation of this City was very beauriful; fer 
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A fair Haven to oppoſe the violence of the Sea. This 
Haven was ſo wonderfully contrived and ſet up at fuch 
4 year charge, that it was admirable to look upon; 
he laid the foundation of ir twenty yards under 
Water, burying in the deep Stones of an extraordinary 
eatneſs, ſome fifty foot long, eight foot thick, and ten 
foor broad, and many of them mote. The Haven it 
ſelf was deautified with fair Buildings and goodly Walls, 
ſupported with Marble Pillars and mounted up a loft, 
o that you might ſee the Ships as they were upon 
the Sea, and made way to this Harbour. The entrance 
into it was upon the North: at the mouth: thereof there 
| Rood three mighty Coloſſes upon Marble Pillars. He 
alſo placed 1 the Wall of the City, towards the Ha- 
ven, mighty owers, the chiefeſt and faireſt of which he 

_ dedicate | | 
led it by the Name of the Dru/ian Tower. The bulidings 
that joyned to this Haven were all of white poliſhed 
Marble, and the Streets of the City wete directly to- 
wards it. Alſo the Market-place where they bought and 
fold was not far from it. Upon a little Hill, cloſe 
by this Port, he cauſed a Church to be built in honour 
of Auguſtus Ceſar. This Temple was a very magnificent 
and ſtately building, and in it he cauſed the Statue of 


Auguſtus (curioully rough and caft juſt in the figure 


of Fupiter Olympus) to be erected, and worſhipped it 


2s his God. There are many other ſtately and ſumptuous 


buildings that were ſet up by this King. But amongſt 
the reſt, he beſtowed great coſt upon the Market-place, 
the Theatre and the Amphitheatre, which he wonderfully 
deautified, and inſtituted certain Games to be there uſed 
once every fifth year in the Honour of Auguſtus, as 
7 00 dei Bell. Fud. li. 1. witneſſeth. After the Death 
of this King, Herod Agrippa was made King of the 
Feu. This Prince, ſome ten years after his Refurrection 
of Chriſt, cauſed James the Son of Zebedeus, upon the 
25 day of Fuly to be put to death in Jeruſalem, and 
when he perceived it was acceptable unto the  Fews, 
in the following year, about the Feaſt of the Fallover 
be cauſed Peter to be caſt into Priſon; who by the Pray- 
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to Druſus Auguſtus his Son in law, and c.. 
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ers of the Church was miraculouſly delivered, as you 
may read As 12. A little after, that is, about the 
month of Auguſt, this King was ſtruck by the Angel 
of the Lord, and died miſerably : for when he came to 


Ceſarea Strato, he cauſed the publick Shews to be ſolemnly Y 


practiſed, and in honour of Claudius Ceſar ſet forth very 
{ſumptuous Interludes and Plays; to which Feaſts and 
Shews all the Nobility and Gentry of that Country 
round about reſorted. Where the next day very early 
in the Morning, having put on a rich and goodly Gar- 
ment, made all of Cloth of Gold, he went into the 
Theatre; and there, according to his uſual cuſtom, fat 
in a Princely Seat, and made an Oration to the Inhabi- 
tants of Tyre. Now when the Sun was up and ſhone 
upon his Garments, the Rays thereof caſt ſuch a reflection 
upon the beholders, that it dazled their Eyes, inſomuch that 
they could ſcarce ſee. Wherefore thoſe that were his 
Flatterers, hearing his Gracious Speech, cried with a loud 
Voice, O Agrippa! be propitious unto us; for although _ 
beretofore we feared thee as a Man, yet now we well 
percerve thou art of a more Noble and Divine Nature. 
Bur when the King (taking delight in theſe ſpeeches) 
would not reſtrain the impious clamour of theſe flatterers, 
a little after he lifted up his head, and upon the top 
of a Pillar he ſaw an Owl fitting over him. Preſently

S this Town I have already ſhewed many 
things in the Travels of Jonas, but omitted fome, 
ſpecified by Brittenbach and Dr. Ranwolf, who have de- 
ſcribed the holy Land as it was in the year of our Lord 
1575. which Authors affirm, that there is to be ſeen a 
great Chain of Iron faſtened to a certain Rock, to the 
which Ships that lay in that Harbour were ſometimes tied. 
Alſo the Chain wherewith Andromeda was faſt bound to 
a ſtone, when ſhe ſhould have been devoured of the Sea 
Monſter. Alſo they fay that there is a Chappel at this 
day built up in the place where ſometime the houſe 
of Simon the Tanner ſtood, who gave entertainment to 
Peter, ſtanding by a Rock cloſe by the Sea ide, and 
dedicated to St. Peter. But for the reſt of the Town 


(although formerly it hath been a goodly City) it is 
utterly deftroyed, nothing ſtanding but a part of the 


Wall, and two Caſtles upon the Haven to defend ſuch 
as come thither with Ships, from the Injuries and Incurſions

here were two Cities of this name; the one was 
in Cha/dea, and the other in Egypt. That in Chaldea was 
ſcituated upon the River Euphrates; and this upon the

From Samaria he returned back again to Feruſalem 32 
miles; and as he returned, preached the Goſpel of Chriſt 
in divers Towns of the Samaritans, Ads 8g. 
Mary the Mother of our Lord being now 59 years 
of age, died in the twelfth year after the Reſurrection 
of Chriſt, and was buried by John the Evangeliſt in the 
Garden of Gethſemene, Fohn being then 35 years old. 
Four years after her death, he was preſent at the Apo- 
ſtolical Council in Ferſalem. Now James, his Brother, 
who was called the Elder, was beheaded two years be- 
fore; for this Council was celebrated in the preſence of 
James the younger, Peter, John, Paul and Barnabas, 
Fc. about 16 years after the Reſurrection of Chriſt, and 
fourteen after the Converſion of Paul, Gal. 2. 

Before the Deſtruction of FJeruſalem, which happened 
about the 61 year of his age, and 38 after Chriſts Aſcen-' 
tion, ohn went from 7eruſalem, and came to Epheſus, 
544 miles, where, after the death of the Apoſtle Paul, 
he governed the Churches of Aſia mmor. 
In the 86 year of his age, being caſt into a Vellel of 
boiling Oyl, and coming our unhurt; by the command of 


Domitian the Emperour he was baniſhed into the Ifle 


of Pathmos, diſtant from Epheſus 40 miles. There he 
wrote his Revelation to the ſeven Churches in Afta minor; 
whereof you may read, Apoc.' I. . 
From Pathmos he returned to Feruſalem, which was 
forty miles, being then 88 years of age, and; there he 
raiſed Dyaſana from Death to Life. After this he go- 
verned the Churches in A/ four years, that is, from 
the Government of Nero the Emperour, unto. the fourth 


year of the Government of 'Trajan the Emperaur, and

numbred amongſt the Wonders of the World. This Tem- 


ple thus built at ſuch an extraordinary charge, that it 


was almoſt unvaluable, was ſet op fire by one Heroftratus 
2 wicked and perverſe Fellow, (in the ſame Qlympiad - 
and Day that Alexander the Great was born) wha ha» 
ving nothing in him that might make him famous in 
afrer-ages, burnt this goodly Building, that ſo (though 


not for his good, but for his evil) he might get a name. 
But the Epbe/zans were ſo incenſed becauſe of this Mig 


chief, that they procured Proclamation to be made through 
all the Kingdoms round about, that his name ſhould not 
be once mentioned: which perhaps for a time was ob- 

ſerved, but in future ages they could not prevent it, but 
that he was both ſpoken of and written of. Notwithſtanding, 


afterward the Inhabitants of this City became ſo excged- 
ing wealthy, that they ſoon after rebuilt this Temple 


of Diana, and made it much fairer than it was before;

begun, he called it after his Wives name Smyrna, fig- 
nifying Myrrh. Herodot. ſaith that Homer was born here 


(but not Blind) and called by the name of Melifgginess 


but after the Cumegnians called him (of his Blindneſs) 
Homer, Strab. li. 14. Geogr. faith, that the Inhabitants 
take upon them to ſhew his Picture ſtanding there, 
and alſo a Temple built in his Honour. During his 
Life he was a man of ſmall, or no Reputation, or ra. 
ther contemned than honoured, as Herodot. ſaith. But af- 
ter his death, his Works beginning to grow famous, the 
Cities of Greece contended who ſhould Patronize him. 
The Colophonians claim a part in him, becauſe he was 
in that Town, and there made ſome of his Odyſſes. They 
of Chios ſay he belonged to them, becauſe: he lived there 
a long time; and taught School. But for ought that 
can be found by Authors, the Smyrn:ans have molt intereſt 
in him. 'Neverthelels, I leave him to them that pleaſe * 
to Patronize him, fince it is not certainly found here 
he lived.

ſoy what he had, was always obſervant to him that got 
the Victory, by which means he kept himſelf and his 
Riches for the ſpace of 20 years in that Caſtle; and 
then died, and left all his Wealth to Eumenes, his Bro- 
thers Son, who inlarged his Government, and oyercame 
Antiochys the Son of Seleucus. This man after he had 
reigned 32 years, died, and Attalus his Son ſucceeded 


him in the Government: who having conquered Galatia, 


made a league with the Romans, and by them was firſt 
called by the name of a' King. After him ſucceeded 
his Son Emnumenes, the ſecond of that name, who aided 
the Romans againſt Antiochus magnus, King of Syria; 
for which ſervice the Romans gave him all the Domi- 
nions that Antiochus had on this fide the A/ps. This 

man was the firſt that enlarged the Caſtle of Pergamum, 
and made it a goodly City, planting round about it a 

thick Wood or Grove, and called it Nephorus. And 


after he had reigned 49 years, he died, and left his 


Kingdom 10. his Son Attalus, called Philometor. This 
Aitalus, after he had done many notable exploits, died 
without iſſue, when he had reigned five years, and left his 
Kingdom to the Romans, who turned it into a Province. 
There lived in this Town many learned Men, as Galen 
the Phyſician, who was famous in the time of Trajan 
the Emperour, and (as the Fame went) lived 140 years. 
Of that Town alſo was Apo/lodorus the Rhetorician, 
who was School-Maſter to Auguſtus Cæſar, of which 
man the Apollodorean Set took name, and Dionyſius 
Atticus his Scholar. Here Antipas was crowned with 
the Wreath of Martyrdom.

Cuicus, upon the Borders of Myſia and Lydia, 600 miles 
from Feruſtalm North-eaſtward. It was a very fair 
City in 4½ minor, yet ſubject to the Lydians, In this 
Oountry Lidda was born, that dwelt at Philippa, and 
gave entertainment to Paul and Sylas, Aﬀs 16.

ofrentimes utterly overthrown and ruined, ſometimes the 


Earth ſinketh, and Ponds and Rivers are ſwallowed up.
